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Hart pleads guilty 
to conspiracy; 
gets probati

Former Wheeling trustee William Hart 


pleaded guilty Monday in mid-trial to 
conspiracy to commit extortion and was 
sentenced to one year's probation by U.S. 
District Court Judge Abraham Lincoln 
Marovltr. 


In changing his pica, Hart admitted to 


conspiring with James Stnvros. former 
Wheeling i Township Democratic com- 
mlttcemon, and William Bleber, former 
Wheeling building director, to commit 
extortion against Bernard Wasmer, own- 
or of the Duo Sign Co. 


The conspiracy was aimed at nullifying 


on agreement signed In September, 1970, 
when Hart sold Duo to Wasmer. At that 
time, Wasmer paid $3,000 for Hart's 
agreement not to operate a sign business 
within 73 miles of Wheeling. Hart Inter 
opened (ho Night and Day Electric Sign 
Co. In Wheeling with then-trustee Mi- 
chael Valcnza. 
. 


Hart contradicted his earlier testimony 


when he told Marovitz. "I believe there 
was a conspiracy. Mr. Stavros did 
muscle Bcrnlo Wasmer. I knew about It, 
but I hod nothing to do with it." 


UNDER QUESTIONING from Morov- 


Hz, Hart also admitted that he had 
knowledge of the conspiracy and benefit- 
ed from the actions taken by Stavros and 
Blcbcr. 


On Frldoy, Hart testified lhat he never 


knew about the conspiracy and did not 
ask Stavros for help In canceling the 
agreement with Wasmer. 


Hart's decision to plead guilty to the 


charge came after a Friday afternoon 
conference In Marovitz' chambers at- 
tended by Hart's attorney, John Cough- 
lln. 


Hart declined to comment on why he 


changed his plea after five days of testl- 
mony in the case. "I'.m glad It Is over 
with and let's let It lie like that," he said. 


IN SENTENCING Hart, Marovitz said 


that the case was not "the usual run of 
shakedown and bribery cases that you 
get." Ho said ho had serious doubts 
about whether the agreement between 
Hart and Wasmer was legally enfor- 
ceable, and said he also questioned 
whether Hart's opening of the Night and 
Day Electric Sign Co. violated that 
agreement. 


"What you did In my Judgment was 


just bad judgment," Marovitz said. "Ills 
the kind of bad Judgment that I don't 
think you deserve to get a prison sen- 
tone*, and I'm not going to sentence you 
to prison^' 


The judge said that Hart should have 


filed a lawsuit to cancel the agreement 
rather than using his friendship with 
Stavros to force that cancellation. 


Hart faced a maximum sentence of 20

years' Imprisonment and a $10,000 fine. 


ASSISTANT U. S. Ally. Steven Kadlson 


said Hart changed his plea because of 
the evidence presented In the case. "He 
denied that he talked to Stavros, but 
there was no other conclusion that could 
have been drawn," he said. 


Hart Is the fourth person to plead guil- 


ty in cases resulting from the Indictment 
of six former and present Wheeling and 
Cook County officials Jan. 31. The in- 
dlctments followed a year-long probe into 
shakedowns of Wheeling developers. 


Of those who have pleaded guilty, 


Stavros has been sentenced to four years 
In prison and fined $25,000, and Valenza 
has been sentenced to a nine-month pris- 
on term. Blcbcr Is scheduled to bo sen- 
tenced Thursday. 
The remaining two defendants, Ira Col- 


llz, former member of the Cook County 
Zoning Board of Appeals, and Nicholas 
Phillips, Stavros' cousin and a planner 
for the county zoning board, are sched- 
uled to begin trial Sept. 23. 


Both Judge Marovitz and the two gov- 


ernment prosecutors praised Wasmer for 
his role In the case. The judge said he 
hod great respect for Wasmer because 
he did not "take the kind of treatment he 
took lying down. We need more people 
like him in the community." 


KADISON said that without Wosmcr's 


cooperation the case against Hart never 
would have been developed. "Perhaps If 
more people in the Wheeling area had 
come forward we would have been able 
to clean this up sooner," ho said. 


Wasmer said he was satisfied with the 


outcome of the case. "Guilty Is what I 
was looking for," he said. 


Hart told Marovitz he plans to sell his 


sign company and move out of the 
Wheeling area. He said he intends to 
open a sign business after he relocates In 
southern Illinois, northern Kentucky, 
Texas or northern Missouri. 


Marovitz granted Hart the right to 


travel in these areas to explore business 
possibilities.

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Junior high 
additions 
delayed? 


Prospects for completing additions to 


Holmes and Cooper junior high schools in 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst. 21 by fall 
are dimming, with strikes and material 
shortages hampering construction'prog- 
ress. 


New wings are being added to Holmes, 


Cooper and London junior high schools to 
accommodate a vocational arts program 
scheduled to begin in September. 


Associate Supt. John Barger said the 


London addition should be ready on time, 
but the other two buildings may not be 
finished. 


The cement truckdrivers' strike and 


problems in obtaining roofing insulation 
have prevented workers from completing 
the cement floors and the roofs at 
Holmes and Cooper. Both already have 
been installed at London. 


Barger said Tuesday If the delays con- 


tinue much longer, it is unlikely that the 
Holmes and Cooper additions will be 
ready by the time school opens next fall. 


WITHOUT THE NEW wing, class- 


rooms at Cooper will be overcrowded. 
Barger has estimated that the school will 
have more than a capacity enrollment 
next year. 


The associate 
superintendent said 


teachers will just have to cope with the 
expected oversized classes until the 
building can be completed. 


The vocational arts program will go 


ahead as scheduled, Barger said, with 
classes meeting wherever possible until 
the new facilities are ready. 


The vocational arts program will in- 


clude industrial arts and home econom- 
ics classes, offered for the first tune in 
Dist 21, which serves Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove and portions of Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect. 


Aside from vocational arts provisions 


and extra classrooms, a lunchroom is 
also being added at Holmes and a li- 
brary-learning center is included in the 
construction at London. 


The $1.8 million in additions is being 


financed by funds remaining from the 
1970 school referendum and money from 
the special education levy.

3143,038 earmarked for local projects 
Federal funds still stave off tax hike 


The Village of Wheeling is continuing 


its policy of using federal revenue-shar- 
ing funds to prevent an increase in taxes. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said he 


has earmarked money from the July l, 
1974-June 30-1975 payment for projects 
that would either have been financed 
through bond issues or with Increased ' 
taxes. The payment totals $143,038. 


Tho largest amount of money, more 


than ,$67,000, has been designated for 
capital expenditures. Passolt said $25,000 
of this amount will be used for land ac- 
quisition for fire station and well sites. 
The rest will go towards building addi- 
tions and new buildings, Passolt said. 


THE MANAGER said $40,000 has been 


earmarked for public safety. 
This 


amount includes $5,000 for traffic signals 
and $5,000 to cover the salaries of fire- 
men talcing their paramedic training. 


In addition, $30,000 has been set aside 


for street Improvements. Passolt said no 
decision has been reached on how this 
money will bo used, but said the funds 
could finance the improvement of cither 
Manchester Drive or three streets in the 
Highland Glen subdivision.

Two of four children playing in a car

Kirk Harrison, 5, of 376 Glendale Rd.,

Dr., both in Buffalo Grove, were taken to 
Northwest Community Hospital in Ar- 
lington Heights for treatment of minor 
injuries. Kirk stayed overnight for obser- 
vation at the hospital and was released 
Monday. 


Police said the accident occurred at 


6:21 p.m. when the car the children had 
been playing in, owned by David A. Ku- 
blca, 22, of Chicago, rolled down the 
driveway at 243 Bernard Dr. The Kubica 
vehicle was struck by a car driven by 
Betty S. Mahoney, 39, of 138 Stonegate 
Rd., Buffalo Grove. 


Residents in Highland Glen have been 


asking that the village complete paving 
of Mockingbird Lane, Berkshire Drive 
and Holly Court, instead of waiting for 
developer George Harhen to do the work. 
The village is currently suing Harhen for 
completion of the streets. 


Passolt said $6,000 from this payment 


will be used to underwrite the expenses 


of the village bus, which lost about 
$28,400 lost year. 


ANOTHER $30,000 was earmarked for 


health programs. Passolt said part of 
this will go towards a complete study of 
the village sewer system to find infil- 
tration and grout the sewers. The study 
was requested by the Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District. 


Passolt said there are no dates as- 


signed to any of the projects. He said 
some of the projects may be completed 
within the year, while others may not be 
started for some time. 


The government, however, requires 


municipalities to outline their intended 
uses of the federal revenue sharing 
funds. 


Teachers, board picking pact mediator 


Representatives 
of 
the 
Prospect 


Heights Education Assn., and the Pros- 
pect Heights Dlst. 23 Board of Education 
are in the process of selecting a media- 
tor to help end deadlocked negotiations 
for a 1974-75 teacher contract. 


Ken Bates, PHEA president, Monday 


said a list of possible mediators has been 
forwarded to both sides from the Ameri- 
can Arbitration Assn., a private firm 
based in Chicago. The list was requested 
by the negotiators. 


Bates said the PHEA negotiating team 


has not met to decide on whether to ac- 
cept the board's choice from the list. 
Both sides must agree to an arbitrator 
but the names on the list have not been 
revealed. 


Negotiations are stalled over the issue 


of a multi-year contract. The board is 
seeking a three-year agreement on 
procedural matters with salaries and 
fringe benefits to be negotiated annually. 


THE PHEA has agreed to accept the 


board's monetary package, which totals 
$106,500, but is balking at the multi-year 
pact. The teachers want a one-year con- 
tract. 


A four-step procedure outlined in the 


district's Professional Negotiating Agree- 
ment for trying to end Impasse failed to 
resolve the conflict between the teachers 
and the board. Talks were officially end- 
ed June 13 when the PHEA announced 
its decision to reject the board's offer. 


Bates said both sides now technically 


revert back to their original demands 
with all compromises and tentative 


a g r e e m e n t s considered void. The 
PHEA's original contract proposal 
sought a monetary package totaling 
$194,000 while the board originally of- 
fered a package totaling $76,500. 


Bates said if the PHEA fails to agree 


to the board's mediation choice, both 
sides will have to meet to discuss a mu- 
tually agreeable name from the list. 


Talks aimed at ending the impasse arc 


not expected to get under way for at 
least a week, Bates said. 


Library district seeks funds 
for expansion to Lake County 


With an optimistic eye on a successful 


fall referendum, the Wheeling Public Li- 
brary District is applying for state funds 
to provide library service to Lake County 
Buffalo Grove. 


The library district, which presently 


serves Wheeling and Cook County Buf- 
falo Grove, Is in the process of changing 
its name to Indian Trails Public Library 
District. 


An annexation referendum to bring the 


northern section of Buffalo Grove Into 
the Wheeling library district is scheduled 
for Saturday, Oct. 19. 


Planning ahead for passage of the ref- 


erendum, library officials are seeking 
$19,505 in state monies to provide library 
service to Lake County Buffalo Grove 
residents Immediately. If the referendum 
is approved, residents will not begin pay- 
ing the library taxes until 1976. 


KENNETH SWANSON, Wheeling head 


librarian, said the state funds would be 
used to operate a small van as a trav- 


eling library that would make frequent 
stops hi the area. A van already has 
been loaned to the Wheeling district by 
the North Suburban Library System. 


Swanson said two librarians would be 


hired to staff the van and provide ser- 
vices including book requests, informa- 
tion on library activities and possibly 
story hours for children. 


Library officials also would like to set 


up an extension library in Lake County 
Buffalo Grove, Swanson said, but have 
no definite plans or a site in mind. 


The Wheeling library district has been 


Interested in annexing Lake County Buf- 
falo Grove for several years. An annexa- 
tion referendum conducted three years 
ago was unsuccessful. 


The decision to attempt another refer- 


endum next fall is based on the results of 
a straw poll taken earlier this year In 
which a majority of residents of the area 
indicated they would like to become part, 
of the district.

A federal grand Jury has subpoenaed Schaumburg village

Wheeling trustee pleads guilty 


Former Wheeling trustee William Hart pleaded guilty Mon- 


day in U. S. District Court to a charge of conspiracy to 
commit extortion. Hart admitted conspiring with political 
boss James Stavros and William Bleber, former village build- 
ing director, to force cancellation of a business agreement 
Hart signed when be sold his sign company in 1970. The guilty 
plea ended Hart's trial, which started last Monday. He was 
sentenced to one year's probation by U. S. District Judge 
Abraham Lincoln Marovitz. Stavros, who pleaded guilty to 
other charges in the zoning extortion Wheeling scandal, will 
begin serving a four-year prison term today. Bleber, who also 
has pleaded guilty, is scheduled to be sentenced Thursday. 


Dixon gives learning 


State Treasurer Alan J. Dixon warned Monday that unless 


tho Illinois General Assembly exercises fiscal restraint during 
its final week of the legislative session, the state's anticipated 
$200 million surplus will be wiped out. The legislature "can't 
pass all the programs, maybe even consider tax relief and 
also give you a balanced budget. That can't be done," said 
Dixon, who spoke to the Mount Prospect Rotary Club. Among 


the bills that pose a threat'because of excess spending, he 
said, are the full funding of state school aid, greater funding 
of the teacher retirement system, continued one-twelfth state 
Income tax rebate to municipalities and pay raises for legisla- 
tors and state officials.

Coroner's report 
Slaying suspect died of overdose 


Jeffrey Fuchs, a youth suspected of 


killing his family, died of an overdose of 
alcohol, aspirin, sleeping pills and antl- 
htotomlncs, the Cook County Coroner's 
office sold Monday. 


Coroner Andrew Toman said the com- 


bination of drugs would have knocked the 
17-year-old youth out quickly. 


Jeffrey, his parents, brother and sister, 


were found dead In their burning home 
in suburban Park Ridge last week. Au- 
topsies showed all the family members 


except Jeffrey died violently. 


Toman said Jeffrey died of a com- 


bination of Somlnex, alcohol, aspirin, 
metapyraline, an antihistamine and sco- 
palaminc ( a sleeping drug). 


He said chemical tests showed that 


Jeffrey's brother, Scott, 15, had a trace 
of carbon monoxide In his blood, in- 
dicating ho was alive, but probably un- 
conscious, when the house was set on 
fire. 


TOMAN SAID THE tests also showed 


that Mrs. Ruth Fuchs, the mother, had 
about six ounces of alcohol in her blood. 


Autopsies showed that Mrs. Fuchs was 


stabbed and strangled, Scott was stran- 
gled, and Mr. Fuchs and a 14-year-old 
daughter, Lynda, were shot to death. 


Investigators said they suspected Jef- 


frey had killed his family .because his 
body showed no signs of wounds. His 
body wes found in the kitchen. Those of 
tho.others were in the basement.

Link CIA to Eilsberg break-in 


A private Investigator quoted former White House counsel

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Israeli troops battle Arab guerrillas 


TEL. AVIV (UPI) - Arab guerrillas 


seized a building In the northern resort 
town of Naharlyya early Tuesday and 
battled Israeli army units for more than 
2V, hours before soldiers stormed the 
building In a hall of rifle and grenade 
fire. 


Four persons were killed and four 


wounded in the attack, reports from the 
scene said. 


The Israeli armed forces radio said the 


wounded were taken away In ambu- 
lances to the Naharlyya hospital while 
soldiers combed the three-story building 
searching for more casualties. 


Civilian 
courts get 
Calley case 


COLUMBUS, Ga. (UPI) - The officers 


who found former Army Lt. William L. 
Calley Jr. guilty of murder at the Viet- 
namese village of My Lai were exposed 
to the "most damaging publicity" in 
American judicial history, an attorney 
for Calley argued Monday. 


"Some Jurors had already reached a 


conclusion," J. Houston Gordon said as 
Calley, 31, began his attempt in civilian 
courts to have his court-martial con- 
viction and 10-year prison sentence over- 
turned. 


The issue of pretrlal publicity was one 


of the main points cited in the opening 
statements before U. S. district Judge J. 
Robert Elliott. Calley, a platoon leader in 
Vietnam, contends his conviction was un- 
constitutional. 


Calley was convicted by an Army 


court-martial more than three years ago 
for killing not less than 22 South Viet- 
namese civilians during a "search and 
destroy mission" in the My Lai area in 
March, 1968. He was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment but through 'the military re- 
view process, that was ultimately re- 
duced to 10 years. 


The military command said the guer- 


rillas took over the building Monday 
night and fired sporadically out of win- 
dows and tossed grenades Into the streets 
when the army surrounded the area and 
evacuated neighboring residents. 
. A spokesman for the Israeli military 
command in Tel Aviv said the shooting 
broke out on a street in the central sec- 
tion of the town of Nahariyya, about four 
miles south of the Lebanese border. 


"We don't have any Information on 


casualties yet," the spokesman said. 


Naharlyya, established in the 1930s, 


was the only town in Israel to sustain 
damage in last year's Middle East war 


when a Syrian MIG fighter crashed Into 
an apartment building. It is located 22 
miles north of the Mediterranean port of 
Haifa. 


Last month, a member of one of sev- 


eral guerrilla rings captured in northern 
Israel told officials he and his comrades 
had planned to attack Nahariyya. 


The military command said Israeli 


army units surrounding the building 
were engaging in sporadic fire with those 
inside. 


The attack came four days after Is- 


raeli jets completed three days of air 
strikes against guerrilla bases In Leba- 
non and on the same day Prime Minister 


Yitzhak Rabin, touring the northern part 
of the country, warned Israelis they were 
in a state of "perpetual war" against 
Arab guerrillas. 


"A number of shots were beard, from 


inside No. 19 Balfour Street In Nahariyya 
Security forces surrounded the building," 
an army spokesman said. 


The army statement was the first offi- 


cial announcement of shooting near the 
tense Lebanese border since three Arab 
guerrillas shot and killed three women 
June 13 at the collective farm of Shamir, 
Upper Galilee, before being killed by 
armed villagers.

Kissinger: no secret Russian pact 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger strenuously re- 
jected charges Monday that he had a se- 
cret agreement on arms limitation with 
the Russians, but Sen. Henry A. Jackson, 
D-Wash., promptly said he had proof of a 
concealed pact. 


At a news conference, Kissinger was 


asked about earlier Jackson charges that 
Kissinger had been party to a secret 
agreement permitting the Soviet Union 
to' retain more nuclear missiles than 
allowed under terms of the 1972 summit 
agreement. 


He said the charges must refer to a 


formal U. S. interpretation which the 
Russians had signed after six weeks of 
persuasion two years ago. Terms of the 
interpretation not only had been an- 
nounced in a Moscow press conference 
but presented to the relevant security 
agencies and described to Congress in a 
number of briefings, he said. 


Jackson, however, told reporters he 


had a classified document showing the 
agreement was made July 24, 1972, one 
month after the agreement was signed 
and publicized in Moscow. 


Jackson said the secret agreement 


allowed the Russians to convert 70 out- 
onoded submarine missies to modern 
technology missiles outside the SALT 
agreement despite public statements to 
the contrary. 


"The issue is the withholding from the 


Congress and the American people a se- 
cret agreement that had the clear effect 
of altering the terms of the SALT interim 
agreement," Jackson said. 


Kissinger replied in detail to earlier 


Jackson statements. The first charge he 
dealt with was that the United States 
had a secret understanding which per- 
mitted modernizing Russian submarine 
missiles to a total of 1,020 instead of 950 
specified in the SALT agreement. 


He said that in order for the Soviet 


Union to raise its submarine missiles to 
950, Russian negotiators had been forced 


to agree to scrap some of the SS7 and 
SS8 land based Intercontinental ballistic 
missiles so the total of 950 submarine 
missiles would not be exceeded. 


The second charge Kissinger dealt with 


was that the 1972 interim agreement held 
the U.S. to a total of 710 submarine- 


launched nuclear missiles. Kissinger said 
this was true but the United States had 
never planned to have more than 656 by 
1977, the end of the interim agreement. 


Jackson claimed that the secret pact 


was kept even from top administration 
officials for a year.

Tax reform defeated; salvage attempted 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


overwhelmingly defeated a tax reform 
package Monday, out liberals began a 
last-ditch drive to salvage amendments 
ending the oil depletion allowance and 
giving Individuals a scaled-down income 
tax out. 


Liberal senators failed 65 to 33 in their 


effort to attach their entire tax package 
to the pending debt celling bill. 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., 


then introduced an amendment that 
would end the oil depletion allowance im- 


mediately and cut Individual taxes by In- 
creasing the personal exemption from 
$750 to $800, with on optional $175 tax 
credit for low-income persons. 


The tax cut, which would cost the 


Treasury an estimated $4 billion a year, 
is smaller than the original liberal pro- 
posal which would have increased the ex- 
emption to $825 with an optional $190 
credit. 


The liberals dropped the portion of 


their original amendment that would 
have ended certain export Incentives and 


accelerated depreciation tax breaks, and 
that would have strengthened the min- 
imum tax. 


However, it was doubtful the oil de- 


pletion portion of the amendment would 
pass. Humphrey conceded liberals do not 
have the votes to stop a filibuster against 
it. 


Even if the liberals managed to pass 


the measure in the Senate, they still 
would face a conference with the House- 
passed debt bill and a threatened veto by 
President Nixon.

day, President Nixon said the federal 
deficit for the fiscal year ending Sunday 
will be about $3 billion, or $2 billion less 
than earlier forecasts.

Now Mrs. Hildebrandt is the new coordinator for the legal 


technology program at Harper 'College in Palatine and, she 
says, "Maybe I can prove I'm also a good administrator." 


Mrs. Hildebrandt, who now lives In Arlington Heights, was 


named legal technology coordinator earlier this month by the 
Harper Board of Trustees. She replaces Duane Slayton, the 
attorney who was coordinator from the time the program 
began three years ago. 


The legal technology program provides training for "para- 


legal assistants" who work with attorneys helping with re 
search, drafting of briefs and other routine chores. The pro- 
gram was originally started as a pilot program at the request 
of the Chicago Bar Assn. 


MRS. HILDEBRANDT was one of the first 60 students who 


enrolled in the legal technology program In 1972, fulfilling a 
long-term interest In law. "I was a pro-law student in col- 
lege," she wys, "and then I got married, raised my family 
and got involved on the school board." 


Soon after she started with the legal technology program, 


SHARRIE HILDEBRANDT, the new coordinator of the 
legal technology program at Harper College, ipendi a 
lot of time on the phone with the attorneys who teach 
coursei and with students who are training to be paral- 
egal assistants. 


she found herself working with Slayton as his administrative 
assistant. She helped him set up the program, hauled law 
books to the Harper library in .a pickup truck and helped 
evaluate the courses. 


Now that she has inherited the coordinator's job, Mrs. Hil- 


debrandt works with the attorneys who teach the courses for 
the program and works within the Harper bureaucracy to get 
new courses. Also, she remains a partner in a paralegal firm 
she started with another former student and is working for 
her -bachelor's degree through the DePaul University School 
for New Learning. In addition, she was elected in March to 
the Cook County Board of School Trustees.

SHE SAYS she does not expect any problems supervising 


the attorneys who are teachers in the program, even though 
she is not an attorney. "Probably because I've grown Into 
this job, it's not going to be very difficult. I get input from 
attorneys all the time," she says. 


This summer, she has begun an internship program for 


students, and has 27 students who are assigned to work in law 
offices or doing specific jobs for particular attorneys. Four of 
the Interns are working for State's Atty. Bernard Carey. 


This fall, Mrs. Hildebrandt says she hopes to add a course 


in corporate law to the paralegal program. In addition, she 
hopes to add courses in law office management for the para- 
legals and a course in law office procedures for legal sec- 
retaries.

ERA sponsors 
give up 60% bid

Sponsors of the Equal Rights Amendment to the U.S. Con- 


stitution have abandoned their fight to secure three-fifths ma- 
jorities for its ratification in the Illinois General Assembly. 


Following approval by a simple majority in the Senate last 


week, State Representatives Eugenia S. Chapman, 
D'Arlington Heights, and Giddy Dyer, R-Hlnsdale, said they 
will not attempt to gain the three-fifths majority in the House. 


Instead, they will seek a court ruling that the simple major- 


ity is adequate for ratification. The amendment also received 
a simple majority vote in too House a year ago. 


THE ARGUMENT IN COURT will be between the proce- 


dural rules of the House and Senate, which require only 
simple majorities in both houses for ratification, and the 1970 
Illinois Constitution which specifies the thiwfifths major- 
ities. 


House Speaker W. Robert Blair, R-Park Forest, and Senate 


President William C. Harris, R-Pontiac, in conflict with an 
opinion by Illinois Atty. Gen. William J. Scott, have ruled that 
the constitutional provision takes precedence. Scott said the 
state provision was invalid because it went beyond the re- 
quirements of the U.S. Constitution. 


Gold legislation backed 


A committee of the U.S. House of Representatives has rec- 


ommended passage of legislation allowing Americans to buy 
and sell gold, sponsored by Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-Uth. 


Tho bill was adopted as an amendment to the International 


Development Act. Similar legislation has already been ap- 
proved in the Senate.

Since last voted upon in the House in 1973, when it was 


defeated, 162-182, In the first tie vote in more than 15 years, 
Crane's gold bill has gained the support of Treasury Sec. 
William Simon. 


Social Security underfunded?

Charles H. Percy, R-1I1,, which would add to the cost of the 
system. 


Percy has proposed that Social Security benefits be com> 


puled on the basis of earnings by both a husband and wife, 
and phasing out, by 1984, limitations on earnings of Social 
Security pensioners.

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State surplus may 
be erased: Dixon 


State Treasurer Alan J. Dixon warned 


Monday that unless the Illinois General 
Assembly exercises fiscal restraint dur- 
ing its final week of the legislative ses- 
sion, the state's anticipated $200 million 
surplus will be wiped out. 


"We are in the black and there is ev- 


ery reason to believe we can stay in the 
black," he remarked. "But the legisla- 
ture can't pass all the programs, maybe 
even consider tax relief and also give 
you a balanced budget. That can't be 
done." 


Dixon, treasurer of Illinois since 1970, 


made his comments at a meeting of the 
Mount Prospect Rotary Club at the 
Scanda House In Mount Prospect. 


He drew chuckles in relating an 1827 


New York court statement that "No 
man's life, liberty or property is safe 
while the legislature Is In session," and 
made reference to several pending bills 
that pose a threat to the state's fiscal 
well-being. Among them: 


• Full funding of public elementary 


schools. 


• Greater funding of the teachers' re- 


tirement system. 


• Continued one-twelfth rebate to mu- 


nicipalities from the state income tax 
collection. 


• An increase In salaries of legisla- 


tors, Judges and appointed state officers. 


The state "can live on" Gov. Daniel 


Walker's recommended budget of $7.88 
billion for fiscal 1975, Dixon said, "and 
probably enjoy a surplus of a couple hun- 
dred million dollars." Bills being consid- 
ered by the General Assembly, however, 
"are swiftly approaching $200 million 
over and above the budget. We are in a 
precarious position as far as our ability 
to balance the budget." 


If the legislature is "excessive" in 


passing bills that would tilt the budget 
into the red, "it is my responsibility and 
others' to urge the governor to use the 
veto pen." 


Dixon, a Democrat, sees a balanced 


budget as "the only thing that will stop 
the ongoing inflation that is eating us up 
... Unless we balance the budget — live 
within our means — we are going to con- 
tinue to have inflation In the country. 


"Like medicine, we all have to hold 


our noses and swallow."

The module is a "boilerplate" which 


was used in space, In recovering training 
and in drop tests. 


It was obtained with the cooperation of 


U.S. Sen; Charles Percy, R-I1L, and offi- 
cials at the Air and Space Museum In the 
Smithsonian Institution in Washington, 
D.C. 


The boilerplate Is an exact duplicate of 


other Apollo spacecraft only does not 
have any Interior hardware or equip- 
ment.

would use in place of aspirin. I have in 
mind Tylenol and similar medications. 


THERE IS NO particular reason why 


taking Coumadln should make it impos- 
sible for you to use antihistamines. 
You've had an unusual reaction for 
which there's no probable immediate ex- 
planation. It could be that you would 
have reacted this way to the antihista- 
mines even if you were not taking 
Coumadln. Many people have sensi- 
tivities to various forms of medicines. It 
may be the antihlstamlne you took was 
also combined with other ingredients as 
well. In any case, anyone who has a bad 
reaction to a medicine should certainly 
avoid that medicine in the future. 


You can say almost the same thing 


about eggplant. There is no good reason 
why a person on Coumadln should not be 
able to tolerate eggplant. I can only con- 
clude that you have an idiosyncrasy, that 
is, something that is unusual or special 
in your case. Often we find out what 
people's particulcr Idiosyncrasies are by 
experience, and there's no way to predict 
ahead of time all the foods and medi- 
cines that an Individual will not tolerate 
readily.

HONG KONG - It Is no doubt the 


world's greatest travel value. An ocean 
cruise with breathtaking views — all for 
2 cento. 


Frankly, I discovered it by mistake. 


That afternoon I'd been gawking at the 
colorful, bustling street scenes of Vic- 
torla on Hong Kong island and lost all 
track of time. When I looked at my 
watch it was almost S, so I headed for 
the Star Ferry to get back to the Hong 
Kong Sheraton across the bay In Kow- 
loon. 


I flowed with the crowds pouring out of 


the tall office buildings and soon found 
myself in a very long but fast moving 
lino at the ferry landing. Too late I found 
myself at the gate, "SECOND CLASS, 
lOc." I had visions of being packed in the 
steaming hold of the ferry in the manner 
ofla cattle boat. But for lOc Hong Kong 
(toe equivalent of TWO CENTS U.S.) 
and for only a 10-minute ride — I figured 
I could endure It. 


Surprise! The lower second-class deck 


was spacious and open with a good view 
and a comfortable seat for everyone — 
almost the same as first class on the 
deck above, which cost 29 cents Hong 
Kong, a whole U.S. nickel. 


THE CHEAT crescent-shaped Hong 


Kong harbor Is probably the world's 
moat spectacular. Twenty-four hours ear- 
lier I had sat by the window in (he Pink 
Giraffe dining room on the 22nd floor of 
the Hong Kong Sheraton with the entire 
sweep of the harbor below. At any busy 
timo there are more than a hundred 
boats and ships moving about in every 
direction. The variety seemed endless. 


British corvettes, people ferries*and 


car ferries, hydrofoils and sampans, bar- 
ges and tugs hi all sizes, freighters and 
passenger liners, small dirty junks and 
large, brightly painted luxury junks, 
sightseeing boats, speed boats and little

I doubt If 
Weight Watchers ever will catch on in 
the Orient.

Stop those vacation thefts

NEW YORK — Thieves con add con- 


siderably to tho cost of a summer holi- 
day so the wise family will add home 
safeguards to holiday planning. 


From Pinkerton's Inc., private secur- 


ity firm, and others some hints on proce- 
dures: 


• Don't talk in public about your trav- 


el plans, household possessions or per- 
sonal valuables. You never know who's 
listening. 


• Aim for an "at-home" look while 


you are gone. One way is to have some- 
one you trust "house sit" - live-In while 
you oro away. City friends might enjoy 
the change if you live in the suburbs; if 
yours is a city home, look to out-of-town 
friends. This also enables you to leave 
pets at homo. 


Almost as good, If there arc pets, Is to 


leave them at home and arrange for a 
reliable neighborhood youngster or a 
friend to stop In two or three times a day 
to take care of them. 


• For most families, probably the 


most practical way Is for neighbors to 
cooperate, to keep on eye on each other's 
homes. 


• Before you toko off on vacation, In- 


vest in automatic timers for a few lamps 
— in the living room and kitchen, a room 
or two upstairs. Set them to turn on 
around dusk and go off later in tho eve- 
ning as they would if you were at borne.

• Have a cooperative neighbor pick up.

• If you'll be away for any length of 


time, arrange to have tho grass cut. 


• Lock up ladders and tools and ga- 


rago doors.

Board politics unneeded 


Illinois Senate Republicans have 


proved they don't want the new 
State Board of Education kept out 
of politics. 


Last week, the Senate Executive 


Committee and the full Senate 
voted along party lines to reject 
three of the 17 persons appointed to 
the board by Gov. Daniel Walker. 
In addition, they have delayed ac- 
tion on a fourth appointee, the Chi- 
cago man who was appointed as a 
member at large on the board. 


The governor is correct when he 


calls the action "blatantly politi- 
cal." The kind of partisan consid- 
erations which seemed to provide 
the basis for the action by the Sen- 
ate Republicans have no place on 
the State Board of Education. 


The three persons rejected by 


the Senate are a Latino leader, a 
union official and a real estate de- 
veloper and former banker. The 


Latino, Domingo Tobias, was one 
of the political independents ap- 
pointed to the board, while real es- 
tate developer Henry Green of 
Champaign is a Republican who 
contributed money to the cam- 
paign of a Democrat in Champaign 
County. 


Senate Republicans criticized the • 


Walker appointments to the board 
because ho said there were too 
many Democrats. However, in 
counting Democrats, the Republi- 
cans counted political independents 
such as Tobias as Democrats, even 
though, by law, a Democrat is 
someone who has voted in a Demo- 
cratic primary. 


The caliber of the appointments 


to the board has been impressive. 
The board members have, in their 
initial meetings, shown that they 
have a sincere concern for educa- 
tion and arc not going to be gov- 


The 
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erned by partisan politics. 


In fact, Wednesday when the 


Senate Executive Committee was 
considering the appointments, Re- 
publicans on the board expressed 
as much indignation as the Demo- 
crats and independents at the idea 
that partisan politics would be con- 
sidered in their confirmation. 


When the State Board of Educa- 


tion was created by the 1970 Illinois 
Constitution, one of its purposes 
was to remove the office of the 
state school superintendent from 
politics. Framers of the Constitu- 
tion envisioned a 
non-partisan 


board which would oversee the 
state's schools. 


In making his 17 appointments to 


the board, Walker appears to have 
lived up to the spirit of the Con- 
stitution. However, politics is a dif- 
ficult thing to eradicate, as the 
Senate action on 
confirmation 


proves. 


The governor will now have to 


appoint three more persons to the 
state board and those appoint- 
ments will once again go to the 
Senate for approval. 


We hope the next appointees re- 


ceive better and fairer treatment 
than the first.

'Law of sea' complex

Some 140 nations are starting in Ca- 


racas, Venezuela, a new attempt to write 
a "constitution of the sea." Upon the ulti- 
mate success of such efforts the question 
of feast or famine for the world may ulti- 
mately depend. 


But the complexity of the problem Is 


Illustrated by the fact that even within 
the United States there is no agreement 
upon Its solution. 


In San Diego, Calif., tuna fishermen re- 


gard any move by the United States to 
recognize a nation's right to control fish- 
ing 200 miles off its shores as a sell-out 
to blackmail. 


For years they have battled Chile, 


Peru and Ecuador and suffered seizure 
of their boats in their pursuit of the giant 
tuna off South American shores. The 
three countries arc among 11 Latin 
American nations claiming jurisdiction 
200 miles off their shores. 


On the other hand, New England and 


Pacific northwest fishermen say they are 
being driven to bankruptcy by the huge 
Russian, Japanese and other fleets oper- 
ating almost within sight of the coastline. 


They favor extension of the present 


U.S. 12-mile limit on fishing rights to at 
least 200 miles. 


There are other disputes. 
The Pentagon opposes an extension of 


offshore limits because It fears any move 
that might cripple tho rights of the navy 
to maneuver through tho world's waters 
at will. 


Especially, It fears any move that 


might end free access to any of tho 
world's 118 straits. 


In this It Is Joined by the Soviet Union. 
Petroleum and mining Interests also 


would like to see limits extended. 


Environmentalists want them tightly 


controlled. 


At other conferences, the environmen- 


talists already have obtained passage of 
conventions governing dumping of sew- 
age and other waste in the oceans and 
controls on tankers carrying oil. 


However, these, like other questions In- 


volving International agreement, require 
Individual ratification and will take 
years to become effective. The same 
problem faces the meeting in Caracas. 


U.S. delegates' to tho Caracas confer- 


ence have listed eight Issues upon which 
the United States hopes for agreement at 
the Caracas conference. 


Letters welcome 


They are the limits of the territorial 


seas; transit through straits; con- 
servation and management of fisheries; 
exploitation of mineral resources; estab- 
lishment of an International authority to 
govern mining of the deep sea beds for 
manganese, copper, nickel and cobalt; 
protection agauist pollution; guarantee of 
freedom of oceanic research, and crea- 
tion of a tribunal to arbitrate sea dis- 
putes. 


Nations attending the conference di- 


vide roughly into three groups. They are 
the major maritime powers, developing 
nations with a coastline and some SO 
landlocked nations or those with limited 
coastlines. 


Each of these has his own Interests to 


pursue. 


For instance, landlocked nations hope 


to limit national claims so they may 
share in exploitation of the world's 
oceans under an international authority.

First East-West war 


started 24 years ago 


by JAMES KIM 


SEOUL (UPI) — Twenty-four years ago on a Sunday morn- 


Ing, Korea flared up In a war that became the first military 
confrontation between the West and the Communist bloc. 


Tho hostilities, which followed five years of cold war, raged 


for throe years and came to an end with the restoration of the 
status quo. No one gained anything but all suffered heavy 
losses. 


On Juno 23,1950, crack troops from the 200,000-man North 


Korean armed forces, backed by 500 Russian-built tanks and 
2,000 artillery pieces, struck across the 38th parallel In on all- 
out attack against South Korea. 


North Korea launched the surprise push across the border 


hoping to conquer American-supported South Korea by force 
and unify the divided land under communism. Tho United 
States had withdrawn Its forces from South Korea. 


THE 100.000-MAN South Korea armed forces, originally de- 


signed as a constabulary force with light weapons, could not 
stop the simultaneous North Korean thrusts on all fronts. 
South Korean troops fell back and the invaders took Seoul, 
the southern capital, in three days. 


As soon AS the Communist Invasion began, the United 


States convened the United Nations Security Council which 
asked North Korea to pull its troops back to their original 
positions. 


North Korea Ignored the U.N. call, and the Security Coun- 


cil on June 27 adopted a resolution calling on U.N. member 
nations to come to the aid of South Korea. The United States 
was named as the U.N. executive agent in this effort. 


Ground forces ordered 


On June 30, President Harry S Truman ordered Gen. 


Douglas MacArthur to use American ground forces to check 
the Communist onslaught. MacArthur was appointed Com- 
mander-in-chief of U.N. forces in Korea. 


The first stage of the war saw North Korean men and tanks 


pushing all the way down and controlling most of South 
Korea. The rapidly crumbling South Korean forces and slowly 
arriving American troops were squeezed Into a tiny perimeter 
along the southeastern coast by July 31. 


But they held across a 150-mile front around the southern 


port city of Pusan until more men and arms from 16 U.N. 
member nations arrived. 


ON SEPT, 15, MacArthur opened the second phase of the 


war by landing a force 150 miles behind North Korean lines at 
Inchon, 25 miles west of Seoul. With the landing, South Ko- 
rean and American troops pushed up from the south. The 
U.N. forces, now on the offensive, recaptured Seoul, the South 
Korean capital, on Sept 25. The allies crossed the pre-war 
border and marched on, capturing the North Korean capital 
of Pyongyang on Oct. 21. 


Late In November, some U.S. and South Korean units 


reached the Yalu River, North Korea's border with China. It, 
was as If the war was near Its end. 


MacArthur orders retreat 


But the conflict took a new turn Nov. 25 when 600,000 Chi- 


nese "volunteer" troops crossed the Yalu and joined the 
North Koreans In an effort to drive back U.N. forces. 


MacArthur ordered all his forces, Including South Koreans, 


to retreat to the original border. The Chinese and North Ko- 
rean forces did not stop there and took Seoul for the second 
time on New Year's Day, 1051, but U.N. forces soon threw the 
Chinese and North Koreans back again. 


From this point on, the war became stalemated with the two 


sides pushing up and down short distances but generally stay- 
ing along the 38th parallel. 


On Juno 23, 1951, Russia's U.N. delegate Jacob Malik pro- 


posed truce talks. Peace negotiations started but dragged on 
for more than two years until an armistice was signed July 
27,1953. 


IT WAS A COSTLY war for all parties. The United States, 


taking the brunt of the allied effort, spent f20 trillion and 
suffered 140,000 casualties Including 34,000 men killed. 


More than 140,000 South Korean troops were killed in action 


and the Smith's combined military-civilian losses stood at 
somo 500,000 dead and 430,000 wounded. 


Communist tolls were oven higher, according to a Pentagon 


estimate. Nearly 300,000 North Korean soldiers and 200,000 
Chinese "volunteers" were killed and 220,000 North Korean 
and 700,000 Chinese fighting men were wounded, the estimate 
sold. 


Ocsplto all the bloodshed and money spent, Korea at the 


end of the conflict remained divided as before, roughly along 
the same border. The armistice has not been replaced by a 
formal peace treaty and Korea remains the same way today.

Prime-time ruling irks network bosses 


HOLLYWOOD — One could almost bear the media barons 


In New York ripping their, hair once they heard about a feder- 
al court ruling cutting .the number of hours the three major 
networks could use In the prime evening hours. 


The network chiefs at ABC, NBC and CBS work hard at 


deciding what programs the American public will view each 
season. These decision-makers mull over the ratings and de- 
cide to drop losing shows, reshuffle those on the borderline 
and order up new ones to fill vacant slots. 


All of this is extremely hard work. They not only have to 


handle their own stable of programs and stars, but also worry 
about what the other guy is doing. 


IT'S LIKE three big chess games all at once and the winner 


has-the No. .1 network and the highest-priced commercials. 
The losers have to scrounge around for the remaining crumbs 
at lower rates. 


So when the media barons — those who decide which pro- 


grams you will see — make up next season's charts for you, 
roe and TV Guide, they have reached their decisions after a 
lot of hard work and calculated guessing. 


All of this, of course, has been thrown to the wind by last 


Tuesday's U.S. Second Circuit Court of Appeals decision in 
New York. 


THE CONTROVERSY centers on a 1971 access ruling limit- 


ing the three commercial networks to no more than three 
hours of programming during the hours 6:30 -10 p.m. CDT — 
prime time. It is called prime time because most viewers 
watch television during these hours, and consequently adver- 
tising rates are' the highest. 


But then, a group of TV production companies that sells 


syndicated shows to fill broadcast time not used by ABC, CBS 
and NBC, filed a suit to block the effective date of the FCC 
decision. 


The syndicators, who market game shows, among other 


things argued that the revised prime time rule would cause 
them serious harm if it went into effect. Serious harm means 
they would have been holding a lot of shows without any 
buyers. 
> 


The court then made its decision known Tuesday and said 


no change can be made until September, 1975. 


WHAT THIS legal decision means to the network program- 


mers is they have more shows scheduled than they can put on 
the air, namely an hour on Sunday and a half hour on Satur-

day. They previously had decided not to use the extra tune 
during the week. 


Consequently, the programmers must now revise and de- 


vise a new schedule, which may seem easy. Just drop the 
Saturday and Sunday shows. But it's not that simple. 


The networks say some of the programs may be shifted to 


another night, bumping a weaker show already scheduled. 
Others may not be scheduled until January. Or next year. 
Still others that haven't even started production may never 
be aired at all. 


Thus, those network programmers are now busy trying to 


decide what shows to drop or to rejuggle. Some of them may 
turn to the computer. Others may consult complicated charts. 
And still others may simply throw their hands and flip a coin 
for the answers.

NEW YORK - The six-point shield on 


his chest and the .38 ho packs on his hip 
haven't changed Claude Passoau a whole 
lot. 


As sheriff of Lucedalc, Miss., now, he 


goes about his job professionally, without 
kicking up much sand. It's the same way 
ho operated pitching for tho Philadelphia 
Phillies and Chicago Cubs during the 
•30's and MO's. 


"Mostly, my Job is to try to keep peace 


In tho county," he says, In that same soft 
Mississippi drawl his teammates used to' 
enjoy listening to so much. "We got the 
nicest county In our state. There never is 
very much trouble." 


Sometimes there I*, though. 
Like Ihli pait Sunday, when a mother 


and five children burned to death In 
Lue«dale. 


Unfortunately, there wasn't anything 


Claude Paueau could do about that. 


Normally, Luccdale, population 2,300, 


Is a peaceful little forming community, 
and as Claude Passcau points out, there 
Is no trouble. Ho hasn't had to use his .38 
very often. 


"Oh, every now and then, there's a bit 


of excitement," he says. ."I shot at a 
couple of guys one time. They just 
wouldn't stop. I didn't shoot to hit 'cm, 
though. Just shot at their feet. They 
stopped." 


Jim Gallagher, tho former Cubs' gen* 


crnl manager now serving in the base* 
ball commissioner's office, remembers 
Claude Passcau well. 


"As a ball player, ho had more guts 


than anybody who ever lived," says Gal- 
lasher. "Bono chips were discovered In 
his pitching arm In IMS and we asked 
him when he wanted to have them cut 
out. Ho said, 'Hell, no. We've got a 
chance to win the pennant.' Tho doctors 
told us every tlmo he threw a ball It was 
like a dozen needles shooting through his 
arm. Ho never complained, though. Nev- 
er said one word. He pitched us to the 
pennant that year. Won 17 games and 
had a 2.40 earned run average." 


Claude Passeatt. who makes the major 


portion of his living selling tractors and 
farm Implements for the John Deere Co., 
says he's "ISO plus." He weighs the same 
205 pounds he did when he was gradu- 
ated from Mlllsaps College. Since his re- 
tirement from baseball, he ha» seen only 
six games, but that Isn't because he has 
lost Interest In the game. 


"I enjoy It more now than when I was 


playing," ho says. "But you hove to re- 
member wc'ro a long ways from the big 
cities. I remember going up there to New 
York one time, they had mo on television 
and this fella said to me, 'Claude, do 
they have TV where you live?' I said, 
'Man, we haven't had radio too long!'" 


Passcau laughed. 
"You know, one of the reasons I didn't

enjoy my baseball career like I .should 
have Is because I was so Intent about It, 
so sincere," he says, growing serious. "I 
worked as hard as I could because I nev- 
er felt it was a cinch. That's the way I 
am about my job today. 


"What do I think about the modern day 


ball players? Well, you know I'm from 
tho old school. I think they havo just as 
much ability as we fellas had, but over- 
all, I don't think tho teams are as strong 
as ours were. because of expansion. 
There just aren't that many ball players 
to go around. I think the majority of 
young players today have the ability, but 
they're not really that Interested in base- 
ball. Especially the white boys. My ad- 
vice to these young fellas who arc In the 
big leagues Is to invest their money wise- 
ly because that good job is not going to 
last forever." 


Originally, Pasicau broke in with 


Pittsburgh In 1035 before being dealt to 
the Phillies the following season. 


"I was just a rookie from the sticks 


when I came up with Pittsburgh and I 
was dressing in the corner for my-first 


game," he remembers. "P. Waner came 
over and Introduced himself to me. 'I'm 
P. Waner,' he said. 'Welcome to the ball 
club. I'automatlcally grew 6 feet to think 
a star like him would come over like he 
did to me. Later, when I left Pittsburgh, 
he got a lot of hits off me, but I didn't 
begrudge him a single one because he 
had been so nice to me. When, he got a 
hit off me, I didn't mind, but he was the 
only one." 


Mention some of his old Cub team- 


mates, and they bring back a flood of 
memories to Claude Passeau. Here's 
what he has to say about a few: 


Bill "Swish" Nicholson — "I always 


loved playing with him. He played hard, 
but he had a lotta fun." 


Hank Lelber — "He was mere the gen- 


tleman type than the rest of us, and he 
could hit a ball five miles." 


Dom Dallessandro — "Ding-dong* we 


used to call him. He was a wonderful 
Uttlc Italian boy. A lotta power for such 
a little fella." 


And Lou Novikoff — "Lou was the only 


player I ever criticized. He was the 
worst outfielder you ever saw as far as 
catching a fly ball was concerned. We 
were playing the Giants in Chicago one 
day and he went back for .a ball that 
dropped right in front of his feet. I said 
to him later, 'Lou, my little girl Patty, is 
setting up there in the seats. I believe' 
she can catch a fly ball better than you 
can, I surely do ..." "

CONSIDERATION OF SOCIAL VALUE. This sought consumer right RADICALLY 
clashes with America's two century old traditionally and legally defined "sellers 
rights" body of statue law. 


CONSUMERISM IS INEVITABLE 


U.S. income and educational levels have advanced continuously - making for 


the most affluent and sophisticated buyers in the history of mankind. 


But U.S. technology and marketing have become increasingly complex mak- 


ing choice difficult. A buyer cannot at the same time be an engineer, a chemist, a 
nutritionist, a biologist, a mathematician — 25,000 occupations (the total number 
listed in America by the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics) all rolled into one 
buyer's mind. A consumer cannot be a walking computer. Have you read of the 
studies in which 25 women with Ph.D degrees in home economics have been sent 
into super-markets armed with a list of 50 products to buy and a hand held 
computer to make calculations. Each had one hour and was told only one thing - 
make the best purchases of the 50 items in terms of weights, measures and 
nutrition. Of course you know what happens in these studies - the best the women 
could do was average five (5) best buys out of 50. Where does that leave the rest 
of us? 


Consumerism is also inevitable because the mass media has lived up to its 


responsibilities and unabashedly reported exploitation of resources and an excess 
of abundance; The ghost of Thomas Malthus and his pessimistic essay of Popu- 
lation (1798 A.D.) is often resurrected in which Malthus forecast that earth's' 
ability to produce food was finite while population increase would continue until 
billions of people were being born and died by the second for lack of food. In 
short, population tends to outrun food production. In fact, the population of the 
world IS increasing at the rate of 200,000 PER DAY. 75.000.000 A YEAR. Our 
present 3.6 billion world population will be 7 billion by the year 2000. 


CONSUMERISM WILL BE ENDURING 


Ecology as an issue is here to stay. So is the use and reuse of resources. 


Likewise exploding population. A highly educated electorate will, by the ballot 
box, determine the balance of power in the U.S.A. and will elect to office those- 
who take a favorable stand on these vital consumer issues. 


CONSUMERISM CAN BE BENEFICIAL 


Consumerism is a concept that involves the BALANCED rights of both 


sellers and buyers. It is beneficial to the extent that it forces businessmen and the 
legislative process to reexamine their social roles. Consumerism challenges them 
to think more about ENDS as well as means. It forces long-term as opposed to 
opportunistic, immediate and expedient solutions. 


CONSUMERISM IS PROMARKETINC 


. Many.businessmen are shocked by consumerism because in their hearts they 


believe they have been serving the consumer extraordinarily well. Does business 
deserve the treatment it is getting at the hands of consumerists? 


Yes and No! Yes because business has been slow to adopt self-regulating 


. ethical standards within industries. No because the moral values of customers are 
equally suspect. Many business owners say that they operate at a higher ethical 
level than do their customers. 


No doublt, what we are here considering is the general ethical level of the 


entire population which would seem to say that WHAT PEOPLE-GET FROM 
BUSINESS IN MORALS IS ABOUT WHAT PEOPLE EVIDENCE IN THEIR OWN 
BEHAVIOR.

Computerized and programed, he sings the blue 
collar blues; but he still does a first rate job

The American automobile la an Intricate piece of machin- 


ery put together by computers and the hand of man. 
'Computers orchestrate each phase of production, from the 
digesting of customer- orders to designating what 
parts are needed and placing them In the right sequence In an* 
assembly line operation to delivering the finished product to 
tie dealer's showroom. 


Computers also manipulate men, telling them what to do, 


whore and when.-Work assignments are well defined and 
responsibilities spelled out to reduce the risk of human error 
and produce a car with speed and efficiency. 


Automation has strengthened the hand of automobile manu- 


facturers In their effort to produce a better car. But because 
of the one man — one Job concept they are running the risk of 
alienating the workers at the expense of the very car they are 
attempting to build with quality. 


It Is within this framework that the business of producing 


automobiles is accomplished. 


"Look at this," said the 242 assembler as the engine blocks 


push eye-high in front of him on the horseshoe-shaped con- 
veyor belt every 20 to 30 seconds. "All I do is bend a wire and 
put two nuts on, bend a wire and put two nuts on, bend a wire 
and put two nuts on."

For seven years now, the 242 assembler has worked on 


engine blocks as they are prepared for installation in new 
automobiles at the Chrysler Corporation Assembly Plant in 
Belvidere. He has repeated the job so often it has become a 
snap for him, just like it has for so many other workers who 
wait for one part of the car to come along to do their job, 
then another and another and so on. 


"This is a sleeper job," he said bitterly. "It's too repe-

tltlous. It's too dehumanizing. As iar as I'm concerned, there 
is no feeling of accomplishment." 


Those who downplay the existence of what is oftentimes 


called the "blue collar blues" say It takes a certain kind of 
individual who can stand up and handle an assembly line job, 
that those who do so find something within themselves to 
forget about potential monotony.

"What do I think about when I'm doing, my Job?" said 


another worker, the point man during the marriage of the 
chassis and frame, "Why, anything that comes to mind." 


His job is to phi the front end of the descending chassis to 


the frame by.guiding two metal poles sticking out of the 
frame Into two holes on the bottom of the chassis. 


"I can do this Job blindfolded," he added. "It isn't difficult 


at all. Is this Job boring? Yes, it definitely is. But I've worked 
worse places." When the day's work Is done, he said, "I get 
out of here a» fast as I can and forget about the Job." 


The automobile is the object of affection, fawned over by a 


public craving for sleekness, beauty and power, marveled at 
by the average motorist and cursed by the guy whose 
driveshaft has just fallen out of the bottom of his car. •.

To the factory worker, the automobile means something 


.else. Dulles reduced to simple and sometimes,menial tasks 
turn life on the assembly line into a programmed drama with 
each worker repeating a bit part over and over again. 


Work assignments are well defined and responsibilities 


spelled out for him. Throughout the process workers are fit- 
ting the various parts together, tightening screws, uniting the 
thousands of elements that make up an automobile and other* 
wise inspecting-and monitoring- the product as it winds its 
way from one end of the plant to the other. 


With painstaking care, auto manufacturers are turning out 


more than 10 million cars per year in assembly line fashion. 
Producing a car Is a complex process Involving many years' 
of planning, research and development and production. Bil- 
lions of dollars are spent turning out what amounts to a 
living, breathing thing.

At the 300-acre"Belvldere Plant, 55 Plymouth Furys, Dodge 


Monaco? and several models of the Town and Country station 
wagons are sputtering off the assembly line each hour. That's 
880 cars per day and more than 240,000 cars a year. 


Officials at Belvidere talk about one objective, "to build a 


better car." To this end, the plant employs some 6,000 per- 
sons In a team effort that results In one auto .practically' 
every minute during two eight hours shifts. 


By way of conveyor belts and other means of transport, 


parts and materials are fed down the line to awaiting workers . 
who perform their functions as the product takes form. 


Timing is of utmost importance. Simply put, assembly 


takes place when parts from one area of the line meet with

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A small shop with a big mission 


Terry Lynch's work'is a grind ... but 


he likes it. 


And bo's never sure where his work, 


will end up... but still, he likes It " ' 


Off in one corner of a small industrial 


building in1 Schaumburg, '.Terry works 
from blueprints making specialized met- 
al and plastic parts in the shop, known 
as Parallel-Machine, he.operates with 
John Blyth of Palatine. 


LYNCH, a -family man living -in 


Schaumburg, and his partner each put in 
65 to 75 hours a week making little parts 
with odd shapes, grooves and holes. 


"We don't know where it ends up," 


Terry, 37, said about the product of his 
efforts. "Today you might be making 
something for the aerospace industry .... 
tomorrow it might go into a lawn mow- 
er." 


But Terry keeps milling and drilling. • 
"I don't want to be a millionaire. I just 


want to provide for my family and be 
comfortable," he added. 


Beyond the monetary •consideration be- 


hind his drive, Terry strives for a sense 
of independence as a businessman and 
finds gratification in his work. 


He's a burly man with an easy nature 


who started working on his own from the 
garage of a former partner in Palatine. 


THE' AMOUNT of work they were 


do\ng grew and finally another machin- 
ist, Fred Browning, invited Terry to 
move his business last April Into Brown-, 
ing's location at 629 Lunt Ave., in the 
- Centex-Schaumburg Industrial Park.' 


Browning knew Parallel Machine was 


still growing so an arrangement was 
made where if the first couple of months 
rent aren't there, he'd understand, Terry 
said.

It's a neighborly set up. Two brothers,. 


Dave and Matthew Strociek are making 
custom motorcycle parts in another part 
of the building. Helping the .next guy is 
part of the game. If you discover work 
one of the others can do better, you job it 
out to him, Terry said. 


The work Terry- docs .comes from all 


over the country.' 
- He finds gratification, too, in taking a 
block of metal or plastic and seeing the 
final product.. ' 


"Our main Job is to see that the cus- 


tomer gets quality and that the Job gets 
done on time," Terry said of a philoso- 
phy he and his partner share. 
. 'AN ORDER can be finished in an hour 
or can take three or four weeks where 30 


or 40 pieces have to be machined and 
each blueprint that comes in la different 
so there is variety, Terry said. 


The hours they're working is indicative 


of business being pretty good. "It's rough, 
moneywise starting out," said Terry. 
Their equipment was expensive to buy. 
"But the business is out there. Everyone' 
has plenty of work. A job comes in. you 
get it out." 


Around the heavy duty equipment are 


a makeshift work table and old beat up 
kitchen chairs. "And, you got to be a 
little bit of everything ... carpenter, 
electrician," Terry added about things 
he does to keep the business going. 


Thirteen years of working as a machin- 


ist for someone else was a prerequisite 
for Terry's" enterprise and he worked 
part time as an agent for the Indian 
Guide program at Twinbrook YMCA,.

The Northwest suburbs is one of the 


fastest developing sections of this Indus- 
trial giant. 


MORE THAN 650 manufacturing, 


plants are located in the Northwest sub- 
urbs, wit the biggest concentrations in 
Dos Plalncs and Elk Grove Village, the 
latter topping the map with more than 
250 firms. 


DCS Plaincs has about 150 manufac- 


turing firms, with Arlington Heights, 
Palatine, Rolling Meadows and Wheeling 
hovering around the SO mark. Mount 
Prospect and Schaumburg are at the 
lower end of the scale. 


Roughly one-third of the employment 


force in the Northwest suburbs is work- 


Ing in manufacturing. The biggest em- 
ployers create electrical and nonelectric- 
al machinery, fabricated metals, in- 
struments and printing and publishing 
products.'

Harold G. Otto, marketing engineer in 


the area development division of Com- 


monwealth Edison Co., cited Arlington 
Heights, Elk Grove Village, Schaumburg 
and, Wheeling among the best prospects 
for new Industry. He used seven key fac- 
tors in evaluating communities. 


First, is the availability of vacant land 


zoned for industrial use. Then.there is 
the degree of site readiness for • actual 
use; the availability of water and sewer 
facilities;-land costs;'proximity to good 
roads and expressways; degree of com- 
munity Interest; and the presence of .an 
active developer. 


IN ADDITION TO those four commu- 


nities, also among the top spots in the 
Chlcagoland area are Elgin, Northbrook,

Ranked as having an average potential 


for industrial growth in the area are Des 
Plaines, Hoffman Estates, Mount Pros- 
pect, Palatine and Rolling Meadows. 


According to figures from the Chicago, 


Cook County and-Illinois Industrial Di- 
rectory, the.best industrial growth came 
from Arlington Heights, where the num- 
ber of manufacturing firms jumped 120 
per cent from 1968 to 1973. 


Rolling Meadows and Elk Grove Vil- 


lage saw 80 per cent Increases in the 
number of firms, more than double any 
other Northwest suburb's growth. 


Advertise—on playing cards? 


A Saturday night card game can be a 


good'place for advertising, according to 
representatives of the American Playing 
Card Co. in Wheeling. 


The firm, which prints almost anything 


on a deck of cards, was termed an ad- 
vertising firm by company president 
Frank Ballsteri. "The cards are just a 
vehicle," he said. 


In fact, .Ballsterl said his firm can 


print nearly a full catalogue by putting 
pictures of different products on each in- 
dividual card. Air conditioners, screws, 
credit cards or full color reproductions of 
hotels are just, a few examples of 'pic- 
tures that appear on the decks roanufac- ' 
tured by the company at 1702 S. Wolf Rd, 


Nonetheless, the card company Is "sub- 


ject to the. rigors of other firms in the : 
highly competitive playing card business. 
"The playing'card, business is a highly 
secretive business," Ballsteri sald.vext 
plaining that card companies do not.al-.i 
low'outsiders to. look at their manufac-- 
luring equipment. "I'guess it is to'pre- 
vent many more people from gettlnng 
into it." 


IN ORDER TO start the four-year-old 


company, Ballsterl said his partner, 
Emil Misluda, had to design nearly all of 
the 
manufacturing 
equipment, since 


playing card machines arc not available 
on the market. 


Ballsteri-said playing card companies 


are especially protective of the process 
used to cut the 54 cards from a full print- 
ed sheet -and the special plastic coating 
process used to protect the cards. 


American Playing Card Co. starts its 


card manufacturing from scratch, and 
the operation includes printing, cutting 
.and packaging. Balisteri said if the com- 
pany expands, It may go into the manu- 
facture of regular retail card decks. He 
said, however, right now the company 
will stick to printing decks for advertis- 
ing purposes, and concentrate on educat- 
ing people to this form of advertising.'

17-year period. 


Mercury Metals not only has withstood 


the time test, but It can now also claim 
100 employes and sales over $4 million, 
proving that Stadc's and Hoglund's risk 
was more a stroke of genius than In- 
sanity. 


STADE AND HOGLUND sell their 


parts to John Dccre, General Motors, 
Ford, Chrysler, International Harvester 
and any of the Industries-that manufac- 
ture motor vehicles from lawn mowers to 
dlcscl engines. 


Unlike many small firms that are get- 


ting pushed out of the'market by big In- 
dustry's horizontal expansion, Mercury 
Metals isn't threatened by the'chance of 
the motor giants manufacturing their 
own parts. 


"Those firms ore so large and cumber- 


some, over-all price dictates that they 
buy almost everything possible from 
small suppliers and subcontractors," ex- 
plains Hoglund. "To them parts are in- 
significant; to us, parts are profit." 


MERCURY COMPETES against about 


27,000 other national firms that manufac- 
ture engine parts,' billion-dollar com- 


panies as well as corporations under a 
million. 


"We're an ideal size," boasts Hoglund, 


"large enough to be competitive on 
price, but small enough to operate on an 
Intimate, Informal base." 


And one gets the feeling that he's not 


kidding about informality when he has to 
get up and check the records to see If 
he's president of the company or not. 


The confusion about corporate titles 


stems from the unique relationship of 
Hoglund and Stade. "We started'off by 
flipping o coin, and we've been alternat- 
ing the titles of president and vice presi- 
dent every year since," Hoglund says, 
offering to check the record books to sec 
whnt title he's assuming in 1874. 
• "Start a business like this In 1074? No 
way," Hoglund answers. "Just for an ex- 
ample, the punch press we bought when 
we started out cost $2,000. Now, with all 
of the advances in technology and auto- 
mation, the'equivalent press would cost 
around $20,000. Multiply that Increase by

What do 60,000 new jobs mean to the 


northwest suburbs in terms of additional 
residents, payroll and school children? 


While such influences are difficult to 


gauge) one organization has established 
an interpretation of the impact new In- 
dustrial plants have on a community. 


The Chamber of Commerce of the 


United States last year updated a survey 
it had done in 1954 and 1962 comparing 
areas which industrialized with some 
which did not. The latest study included 
metropolitan areas In addition to rural 
counties which industrialized between 
I960 and 1970. 


THE CHAMBER statistics are based 


on an increase of 100 employes, both 
manufacturing and nonmanufacturing, 
which brought about changes in other 
economic factors. Eighty more school 
children hi 69 new families moved into 
the community, a total of 245 more resi- 
dents. Personal income jumped $872,000 
per year and retail sales increased 
$395,000 a year. 


These figures, applied to the northwest 


suburbs, can give a rough indication of 
the changes which occur when new man- 
ufacturing plants locate here. 


According to Larry Bralnard of the 


U.S. Chamber, the 12th Legislative Dis- 
trict — which encompasses Arlington 
Heights, Elk Grove Village, Mount Pros- 
pect, Palatine, Rolling Meadows, 
Schaumburg and Wheeling — saw an In- 
crease of 60,600 Jobs between 1960 and 
1970. 
* THESE TOWNS WITNESSED, then, an 


Influx of almost 150,000 residents, with' 
48,480 school children. The 41,814 families 
had more than $528 million in personal 
income to use In the community. 


The survey figures would indicate that 


retail sales In the area increased by $239 
million, plus the addition of 1,212 new re- 
tail establishments needed to serve new 
residents. Bank deposits likewise rose, 
by more than $291 million. 


All these figures Indicate the economic 


benefits industry brings to an area. But 
there are costs to consider also. 


HIGHER TAXES MAY be imposed on 


residents due to school building and in- 
creased government services to handle 
the additional persons adequately. Trans- 
portation arteries, waste disposal facil- 
ities, police and fire staffs may become 
Dverstressed.. 


Also entering into the picture are such 


unwanted side-effects as increased air 
and water pollution, noise and loss of 
open space. 


Public concern about these byproducts 


of economic growth has brought about in 
recent years a more critical approach to 
the assessment of industrial prospects. 
Noted the U.S. Chamber, "New industry 
is no longer evaluated simply in terms of 
the number of additional employes and 
payroll income, but rather in terms of 
whether or not the Industry will on bal- 
ance be an asset to the area." 


Communities realize economic growth 


is needed, but they are taking closer 
looks at the nature of the growth, espe- 
cially the qualitative aspects.

Changing times have hit the executive 


suite: money replaces company loyalty 
for some top brass as they move on to 
greener pastures In suburban and city in- 
dustry. At the same time, some com- 
panies move to retain their beat people 
through a combination of incentives. 


According to Roger Donzelli of the Ar- 


lington Heights recruiting firm of R. R. 
DonzelH * Associates, "Executives used 
to stay with a company 10 years or 
more. Today, they may move every 
three to five years. This way a man can 
increase his salary, by moving. 


"You can talk about loyalty, but times 


are changing," DoniellH continues. "You 
get 10 to 15 per cent (Salary increase) by 
moving. If you stayed in the same place, 
you would get a 6 to? per cent Increase. 
. . The executive today is not looking so 
much at stability and loyalty as ho Is the 
buck." Inflation is one factor, he says, 
and the job-hopper may also move on to 
avoid getting axed as the economy takes 
a swing. 


AT THE MENZEL & Robinson execu- 


tive recruiting firm in Mount Prospect, 
Gerald Menzel agrees that salary and 
fringe benefits are important to an exec- 
utive. Yet he says that pay should take a 
back seat to other considerations. "It's 
still the opportunity. to advance that 
counts," Menzel said. 


"If someone talks about fringes early 


in the game we-might drop him," cau- 
tions Menzel. He notes that a $1,000 sala- 
ry boost is more Important to the young 


executive in the $20,000 salary range 
than it is to the executive In upper in- 
come brackets. 


Job responsibilities, a firm's sales vol- 


ume and other factors influence salary 
levels, he continued. Geographical con- 
siderations generally dot not Influence 
salary unless a plant is located In a re- 
.mote, rural area. 


Manzel gave his example of salary dif- 


ferentials: a controller of a firm with a 
$5 million annual sales volume might 
earn $22,000 compared to the $30,000 pay 
for a'controller in a $100 million sales 
firm. 


Commenting on executive loyalty, 


Menzel added, "Loyalty stops at the 
pocketbook. It's there as long as there Is 
opportunity to grow and as long as there • 
are salary Increases." 


THE GREATEST turnover among ex- 


ecutives is in the manufacturing, engi- 
neering and accounting fields, Menzel 
said. Material shortages and inflation 
point to the need for greater expertise in 
these fields. 


An executive recruiter looks for suc- 


cessful executives who are happy with 
their Jobs. "It takes people like us to 
rattle his cage and get him interested," 
Menzel said of recruiting. 


William Davidson, partner in the Man- 


plan Consultants firm in Chicago, said 
his company recently released the re- 
sults of a compensation survey of Chi- 
cago area firms for the Midwest In- 
dustrial Management", Assn: Released on 
June 17, the t results indicate that Chi- 


cago area executives gained an average 
5.6 per cent in base salary during the 
year ended April 30. Bonus offerings 
boosted the overall gain to 7.1 per cent 
for the 118 Industrial firms surveyed. 


"We have not Included such fringes 


(benefits) as Insurance and country club 
memberships," -said Davidson. The sur-. 
vey includes middle management and 
through top management, a total of 43 
positions. 


WHAT LIES AHEAD for executive sal- 


aries? "The general consensus seems to. 
be to do one of two things: one is to give 
an across-the-board Increase to middle 


management, at approximately 6 to 8 per 
cent, and enlarge the merit raise budget 
so the total Increase is approximately 10 
per cent; the other way is to increase the 
budget for merit raise increases to 9 per 
cent for 1074 and to give more frequent 
reviews. What it does is to individualize 
the Individual Increase In base salary. 
When you Increase the base salary by 10 
per cent the fringe benefits are usually 
increased In like manner," he said. 


The biggest overall salary boosts dur- 


ing the past two years at Chicago" area 
firms went to engineers: 24 per cent, 
compared to the lowest Increase of 3.8 
per cent for product managers.

of Acme Gravure sales, the sprawl of the 
few hundred giants that dominate to- 
day's Industrial environment Is a bad 
omen. 


As manager of the 23-year-old Industry 


that supplies rotogravure printing mate- 
rials to magazines, newspapers and 
packaging companies such as Kellogg's 
and American Can, House rests his for- 
tune and the company's fortune on the 
assumption that the printing and packag- 
ing goliaths will not move Into making 
their own rotogravure materials. 


And although Hnaso does not want to 


appear pessimistic, he admits that the 
big companies are heading In that direc- 
tion, gradually diminishing the need that 
provided success for Acme and the six 
other similar national rotogravure com- 
panies. 


TliE PROBLEM for firms of Acme's 


size of 85 employes and sales over $2.5 
million Is simple. It takes money to start 
an Industry and even more money to sur- 
vive. 


'.'Years ago," soys Haosc, "the success 


or failure of a business of our nature de- 
pended almost completely on the quality 
of craftsmen and craftsmanship used in 
the plants. Today, this Is augmented by 
highly sophisticated electronic equipment 
that Is Incredibly expensive. For small 
plants the purchase of-this sophisticated 
equipment is a difficult financial chal- 
lenge." 
. Haase says It was "damm risky" to 
start a business from ground up even In 
1M6, when quality of craftsmanship and 
not electronic equipment was the key in- 
gredient for financial success In the 
printing Industry. 
; FIVE OF THE six entrepreneurs that 
gave birth to Acme are still active on the 
board of directors, and Haase, too, re- 
members the opening of the plant. 


"Everybody was here for the ground- 


breaking," he reminisces, "the mayor 
and all of the Important city officials. 
After all, we were the first Industry to 
build In this area of Rolling Meadows."

OSHA: a 'solution9 


to help job safety 


WASHINGTON — "The problem facing 


small business today Isn't the Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health Administration 
(OSHA). Rather, OSHA is part of the so- 
lution. The problem is Job,Injuries and 
llness." 


So said John H. Slender, Assistant Sec- . 


rotary of Labor at a recent conference in 
Washington, D.C. 


Countering criticism that OSHA "poses 


a problem" for small business, Stender 
remarked: "Oddly enough, the so-called 
shoe string operations with 60 or fewer ; 
employes tend to have lower injury rates • 
than larger companies." 


Medium-sized businesses engaged In 


manufacturing — those employing 100 to; 
249 — are the most injury-prone, with an 
injury rate .30 per cent higher than the 
over-all rate for manufacturing and al- 
most double the rate for large companies 
with 1,000 or moro employes, Stender 
said. 


SAFEGUARDING the health and safe- 


ty of employes appears to become a 
problem when a small business grows to 
• size whereby the operator no longer 
has the flexibility and informality of a 
smaller operation, he added. 


"The medium-size businessman isn't 


large enough to Justify:* full-time safety 
professional and safety program like the 
big companies, so he's caught in the 
middle. And so, unfortunately, are many 
of his employes. 


"But OSHA is part of the solution to 


his problem. OSHA can help tackle-the 
problem of Job Injuries . and Illnesses; • 
OSHA can help reduce work stoppages, 
lost time, workmen's compensation costs. 
and other expenses that result from job 
Injuries and illnesses," Stender said.

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Corporate management-'it's fulfilling'

In big business the competition is 


tough and the stokes are nigh. For the 
winners of the corporate climb, there's 
money, respect and a sense of efficacy. 


When John T. O'Neill, general man- 


ager of Western Electric's Central Re- 
gion, and AI Kraft, vice president of Ad- 
dressograph-Multigraph's Brunlng Divi- 
sion, make a business decision, they 
'route the efforts of some 2,000 employes, 
many of whom can't recognize their boss 
by face, but know his name from the In- 
troduction of the firm's annual report. 


To those 2,000 employes,.the names of 


Kraft and O'Neill are magic. They're the 
names of the men on top of the heap, 
men who are happy with their Jobs, hap- 
py with their company and happy with 
their salaries. They're the men with 
January ountans, homes In Harrington 


and Lake Forest and memberships to 
country clubs. 
• 


But to O'Neill-and Kraft, being among 


the elite class of business giants means 
being captain of the nation's precious 
economic ship. 


"My Job Is worthwhile," 
affirms 


O'Neill. "It's meaningful and worthwhile 
developing and supporting a commu- 
nication network for the country. It's a 
vital necessity, allowing people to com- 
municate." 


Kraft, too, sees his career not as a job, 


but as a service to the nation. "When you 
look at the taxes business pays for real 
estate, payroll and profits, you reallze.ln- 
dustry Is the foundation of this country," 
he says. "It Is basic to the principles of 
this nation that Industry makes profits, 
employ people and provide taxes." 


*• The chieftain's loyalty to company and 


faith In the nation's industrial estab- 
lishment often places him In the position „ 
of cheerleader, leading the employes in 
the company fight song. 


"My real Job,." O'Neill says, "Is get- 


ting the 2,000 Western Electric employes 
to work together to accomplish corporate 
goals." 


Kraft agrees. "It's the executive chal- 


lenge to keep the enthusiasm going and 
the team spirit up." 


The hazards of the executive challenge 


have been well publicized and, if O'Neill 
and Kraft are typical, exaggerated. Co- 
ronary problems, nervous breakdowns 
and neglected families are often died as 
outcomes of the big business struggle. 


Certainly, corporate leadership Is a 


way of life, rather than a 40-hour a week 
Job. Although both O'Neill and Kraft in- 
sist that they separate their professional

60 firms 


in 5 years

At least 60 new Industrial firms have 


located in the Northwest suburbs,in the 
last five years — and that Is a low esti- 
mate. 


"The actual count is usually higher be-' 


cause of Incomplete reporting here," 
said I. C. Hibbeler, research analyst for 
the area development division of Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. 


Those figures show 34 new plants and 


30 plants moving to the area from Chi- 
cago from 1969 to 1973. . 


ELK GROVE Village headed the area 


with 13 new firms and 16 relocated from 
Chicago in five years; Des Plaines 
gained seven new and four relocations; 
Schaumburg added two new and four re- 
locations. 


Arlington Heights and Wheeling saw 


four new faces and one relocation while 
Rolling Meadows took in two new plants 
and three relocations. 


Commonwealth Edison's figures for its 


Northern Division, which is all the ter- 
ritory north of the Chicago city limits out 
to Harrington, show 23 newly organized 
and branch plants coming Into the area 
In 1973 alone, compared with 13 in 1972. 
Additional employment numbered 2,217 
In 1973 and only 402 In 1972. 


Inter-area moves from Chicago to the 


Northern Division totaled eight in both

responsibilities from family and social 
life, the balance becomes Increasingly 
difficult as the salary floats higher over 
$60,000. 


The amount of reading required from 


business to technical 
Journals, the 


amount of socializing needed to com- 
plement the executive status and the 
community service demanded for public 
relations must take a toll on the men's 
lifestyles. Kraft will admit that he takes 
a lot of work home, and O'Neill does say 
that "most executives do get pre-occu- 
pied with their Jobs at certain times." 


The emotional ties to the company and 


to the Industrial system are deep enough 
to keep the executive racing long after 
he's reached a respectable status and a 
more-than-comfortable Income. ' 


"Nobody is on top of the heap," says 


O'Neill even though his closest superior 
is over 2,000 miles away; 


"It's not money that motivates the ex- 


ecutive," Kraft explains. "Successful 
salesmen make a lot of money, too. I 
think it's a sense of achievement" 


Achievement, maybe that is what 


spurs on the super-achievers after 
they've made their 160,000 and acquired 
the-comforts others long for — a big 
home, vacations in far-away places and 
bills that can be paid off with a casual 
check. 


To the big guys of the mega-Industries, 


achievement means more than physical 
rewards. It means having a hand in guid- 
ing the nation's industrial spectacle. 


1973 and 1972, with 660 employes added 
last year and 565 in 1972. 


THIS GROWTH of industry in the 


Northwest suburbs is part of a general 
trend of city-to-suburb shifts of Industrial 
firms. In 1972, about triple the number of 
firms set up shop in the suburbs than in 
the City of Chicago, according to records 
of the Chicago Assn. of Commerce and 
Industry. 


There were 98 newly-formed suburban 


firms, new firms moving Into the sub- 
urbs from outside the eight-county .met- 
ropolitan area and firms, relocating with- 
in the suburbs. The comparative figure 
for Chicago new firms was 32 businesses. 


Firms relocating from the city to the 


suburbs in 1972 numbered 40, while only 
four firms moved from the suburbs to 
Chicago. Dollar value for the suburban 
additions was $16.3 million, while the city 
gained only $1.6 million for relocations 
there. 


Figures on establishment of branch fa- 


cilities also show a disparity between 
suburbs and the city. Only three subur- 
ban-based firms put branches in the city, 
while 17 built branches In the same sub- 
urb and another 16 put branches in dif- 
ferent suburbs. 


City-based firms equalized distribution 


of branch facilities'with 15'In the city 
and 15 In the suburbs. . 
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A 'shingle' farm? 


1 A crop of roof shingles sits in an un- 
usual farm just west of the S-curvc in 
Northwest Highway in DCS Plalncs. 
I It's technically known as an exposure 
farm and it is a part of everyday life for 
research scientists at companies like 
.United States Gypsum Research Center. 
I Rows of asphalt shingles are tacked to 
boards and tilted towards the south. Oth- 
er rows are filled with patches of paint 
and other materials used in the building 
trades and produced by U.S.G. Some 
have been in the exposure farm for more 
than 17 years; others arc new additions 
set outside to be tested for endurance 
against the elements. 
( Researchers working in the acous- 
tics/rooting division of U.S.G. check the 
sample materials twice a year for color 
change, fading, shedding, curling, crack- 
ing, buckling, blistering and other defor- 
mities. Most of the shingles in the field 
ore already on the market. Some are 
competitors products; some are ex- 
periments which may be marketed in the 
future. 
- 


"THE DATA COLLECTED from the 


exposure farm is compiled Into a com- 
plete report that is given'to all rooting 
plant managers, sales managers and re- 
search managers," said Ed Boarini of 
Arlington Heights, research manager of 
the acoustic/roof division. 


U.S.G. also has exposure farms' in Ga- 


lena Park, Texas — where weather con- 
diUoos age the shingles twice as fast as 
in D«s Plalncs — and seven other plant 
locations across the country and in Cana- 
da. 


"Because of good quality control bo- 


fore an item is marketed we've'never 
had to pull a product off the market but 
we're always looking for' ways to im- 
prove," Boarini said. 


THE TWO-FLOOR building Is filled 


with laboratories, simulators, scale-sized 
construction and manufacturing equip- 
ment, ovens, test tubes, microscopes — 
Including one that costs $130,000 — and 
strange looking gadgets constructed by 
researchers to carry out tests. 


U.S.G. products sit on shelves in tem- 


perature and humidity controlled rooms 
— one which Is 00 degrees and has a 00 
per cent relative humidity is extremely

At the shingle farm, Ed Boarini and Sheikh Rashid 


uncomfortable — to see how the mate- 
rials react to beat, cold, humidity and 
dryness. One large work area i» the site 
for numerous tests: water constantly 
runs down a piece of wall board; sec- 
tions of a roof frame bang at odd angles 
along the ceiling;, smaH pieces of 
shingles and other outdoor products re- 
volve around an arc lamp in an oven-like 
machine and are then sprayed with ice 
cold water. 


"The research center is geared toward 


creating a product we can put-on the 
market and sell. We work in three areas: 
Improving on present products, making 
the present product more economical 
and developing new products," said 
Boarini. 


"RESEARCH IN ALL corporations is 


looked on strictly as overhead because 
we don't manufacture or sell. In re- 
search you have to be sure the ideas you 
come up with will pay for themselves," 
he added. "And they do." 


U.S.G., according to Boarini, believes 


the future of the company is in its re- 
search. "Many of the products we now 
sell were somebody's ideas five years 
ago." 


Being prepared for the future is one of 


the thrusts of the research center. "Hie 
experimental shingles in the exposure 
farm are one example of planning ahead. 


"Many are made from special mate- 


rials. Looking to the future we might 
foresee that a certain type of asphalt will 
be difficult to get Through those obser- 
vations we know we have to start looking 
for other materials we can substitute, 
something that will be available and 
work as well," Boarini said.

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Money, material shortage? 


by LINDA FISCHER 


Prices going up and material supplies 


going down dominate the forecast (or in- 
dustrial prospects In the coming years. 


The Inflation spiral which has spread 


across the country has, of course, also 
hit the manufacturing field, where costs 
of raw materials have risen dramatically 
In recent months. Many .manufacturers 
are unable to plan production with any 
certainty because raw materials may 
never arrive. 


Another shortage affecting the Industri- 


al complex concerns a baslc^tommodlty 
— money. Finding the capital to expand 
production is baffling owners. 


And the money needed Is no trifling 


sum. Estimates are that American bust- 
•nesses will need $3.3 trillion by 1083 to 
meet their capital construction needs. 


Yet few citizens are interested in pur- 


chasing stock in companies because they 
can get higher returns on money in- 
vested elsewhere. Likewise, if a com- 
pany approaches a bank for a loan, it Is 
faced with a high interest rate, if the 
money Is available at all. 


MANY LOCAL companies have been 


struck hard with shortages of raw mate- 
rials vital to production, although some 
have felt the situation easing slightly in 
the last couple months. 


One of the hardest hit industries was 


the petrochemical field, where local 
manufacturers depend on products made 
from oil. 


Like K&M Rubber Products Co. in Elk 


Grove Village, which is "scrounging 
around" trying to get its basic in- 
gredient, polyethylene, a petrochemical 
derivative. According to owner Les 
Klenk, affairs are straightening out 
enough so he at least knows how much 
supply he will receive, although K fa still 
not enough to meet the demand for 
KfcM's finished products. The firm 
makes cabinets for water softeners and 
related equipment through a plastics 
blow molding process. 


And when he does find materials, it 


may be at double the price of a few 
months ago. "The result of all this is pro- 
longed deliveries, which hopefully will 
improve as the year goes by," Klenk 
commented. 


ANOTHER LOCAL firm which pro- 


duces polyethylene for companies like 
K&M Rubber has not experienced any 
shortages this year. "We anticipate hav- 
ing adequate base stock for 1974," said 
Henry Gudrian, public relations manager 
for Chemplex Co. of Rolling Meadows. 


But material shortages are. prevalent 


concerns in other Industrial areas as 
well. Bearings, steel, aluminum bars, 
castings, and even lumber for crating 
are all In short supply for Hunter Auto- 
mated Machinery Corp. in Schaumburg. 


The firm, which makes foundry, ma- 


chines, has therefore been forced to car- 
ry heavier inventories under tke uncer- 
tainty of production schedules, Ernest 
Rempel, vice president of manufac- 
turing, said. 
~ 


Stockpiling supplies is also a measure 


utilized by Emerson Electric Co., Motor 
Division. According to a spokesman in 
the firm's Mount Prospect sales office, 
the company bought enough steel, copper 
and aluminum for the motors and fans It 
makes to carry it through any'critical 
periods. 
• . 


WHILE ALL THE material and cosh 


problems ore causing headaches In many 
corporate offices, business leaders are 
cautiously optimistic about the whole in- 
flationary scene. While cost and avail- 
ability of material might tend to inhibit 
industrial growth, the president of the Il- 
linois Chamber of Commerce sees no 
major crisis in either the Chicago area 
or the state. 


Noted Lester Brann Jr., "The nation Is 


In a period of pause now, but I expect 
Illinois will come out better than some 
states because of the diversity of Its 
economy." • 


Orvllle Bergren, executive vice presi- 


dent of the Illinois Manufacturers Assn., 
agrees. If there is adequate capital, he 
foresees a continued expansion of indus- 
try here. The Chicago area Is without 
peer In the country as an industrial and 
commercial center. Its labor supply, 
market, shipping and transportation, 
communication, competitive tax arrang- 
ement and living conditions all contri- 
bute to the area's bright Industrial fu- 
ture. 


INDIVIDUAL TOWNS share In that 


growth as they snare new industry to 
broaden their tax base and bring more 
spendable income into the community. If 
they havo space available, they often 
plan and design in anticipation of ap- 
proachments from Industrial firms. 


But these same plans can put a damp- 


er on a company's desire to locate in a 
particular territory. "The strictness of 
requirements set up by governmental 
bodies, often not reasonable or sensible 
from a builder's viewpoint, may slow 


down industry more than any other in- 
fluence," 
noted Arthur Plpenhagen, 


northwest suburban industrial developer. 


The paperwork necessary to satisfy 


government regulations also worries 
Brann. Businessmen are growing more 
concerned about government controls, 
particularly now from the pollution con- 
trol and employe safety angles. 


Many business and industrial leaders 


— and city administrators — believe the 
partial solution to disagreements is in 
Joint advance planning and cooperative 
decisions. 


SUCH AN IDEA is behind the recent 


formation of the Northwest Association 
of Chambers of Commerce. Chamber 
leaders in 13 communities are attempt- 
ing to forge a joint understanding of bas- 
ic problems facing the suburbs and a 
joint voice in combating them. 


Two major phenomena of urban living 


are'of ten mentioned as primary targets 
for action from businessmen — mass 
transportation and housing. 


The hourly worker coming to the sub- 


urbs from Chicago must depend on rail- 
road transportation, which severely lim- 
its his choice of plant locations, or drive 
with the possibility of running low on 


fuel. The answer would be to develop 
better mass transportation or put that 
worker in a home in the suburbs. 


BOTH BERGREN and Harry O'Brien, 


president of the suburban chamber 
group, acknowledge the housing needs. 
The IMA executlve'urged changes In zon- 
ing ordinances to allow low cost housing 
for the unskilled and semi-skilled work- 
ers. 


In fact, Larry Bralnard of the U.S. 


Chamber feels the biggest problem of the 
future will be in housing. "Employers in 
the suburbs grumble because they can't 
get the kind of workers they need. Yet 
that worker can't afford the housing 
here, while the transportation 
system 


dictates that he live here." 
- Something has to give in "this situation, 
and Bralnard believes the problem sol- 
ving should originate with the economic 
leadership In the community. 


The industrial policy makers have 


bright prospects ahead. It has been pre- 
dicted the Northwest suburban area will 
be the economic hub of the Chicago area 
by the 1980's. With the material and cash 
shortages overcome, the leaders must 
face social responsibilities and coopera- 
tively tackle urban-related problems.

That it provides Jobs and manu- 
factures products is understood, but not 
so obvious Is the money industry gives 
and the time industry's people give back 
to the community and employes. 


Many of the largest companies have 


foundations apart from the corporation 
that donate thousands of dollars to local 
hospitals, youth centers and charities. In 
the Northwest suburbs Motorola, UOP 
and United Airlines all support public 
service groups with foundation donations. 


United atone gives over $140,000 yearly 


to charity, $60,000 of which goes to 
United Fund, a charity which is almost 
totally dependent on contributions from 
Industry and Its employes. 


ACCORDING TO a survey by the Mid- 


west Industrial Management Association, 
71 per cent of the 124" corporations that 
responded participated in the annual 
United Fund drive, B9 per cent of which 
take the United Fund contribution 
directly out of employes' paychecks.

McCormlcks 
Is also publishing more books on music 
teaching techniques and music for 
marching bands. 


McCormlck was band director 
at 


Dempster Junior High School, Mount 
Prospect, and other schools In Elgin and 
West Chicago. He also had a percussion 
teaching asslstantshlp at the University 
of Arkansas, where he worked on his 
master's degree In music and organized 
the school's percussion ensemble. 


But he was almost a high school drop- 


out. 


McCormlck said he didn't like his 


courses at Schurz High School, Chicago, 
but was in the band there. He saw the 
Cavaliers in a parade and later joined 
the corps.

Arsenault, encouraged McCormick to 
stay in school and study music, and he 
went on to earn his bachelor's in music 
education at the University of Illinois.

the Cavaliers made him feel "I want to 
be the very best In what I do."

McCormick keeps .In constant touch 


with drum corps and marching band 
competition. The stairway leading to his 
office is decorated with enlarged pictures 
of a dozen top drum corps, which he took 
himself during a contest. 


He and his family, his wife and'two 


sons, travel around the country in a 
camper trailer during the summer, fol- 
l o w i n g music contests and selling 
McCormick products. 


He has an unusual relationship with his 


customers because he can just call them 
up and chat for an evening about march- 
ing music, he said. And everyone in his 
office has some sort of Interest in the 
music, too. 


But the most important thing about his 


business, he said, is "what music, what 
competition does for kids." The precision 
and discipline-marching bands .or drum 
corps demand help shape children into 
"the American way of life," he said. 


"That's what we're all about."

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Financial threat 
in Lake County 
'eased somewhat' 


The thrcnt of serious financial prob- 


lems for Lake County local governments 
has been cased somewhat and more 
money will bo available than expected 
for the Buffalo Grove area taxing bodies. 


Tho Lake County Board of Review sev- 


eral months ago voted to roll back prop- 
erty assessments to 1972 levels, drasti- 
cally reducing the anticipated revenue to 
the village, park district and schools who 
figured budgets based on an increase in 
assessed valuation. 


The move was intended to bring Lake 


County assessments more In line with 
those of surrounding counties. 


Now. the Department of Local Govern- 


ment Affairs has added a multiplier to 
the lowered assessments that at least 
will provide taxing bodies with about tho 
same revenue received last year. 


DENYING A MOTION by State's Atty. 


Jack Hoogaslan to let tho 1072 assess- 
ments stand, Circuit Court Judge Harry 
D. Strouso of Lake County agreed to the 
multiplier of 1.4959 and ordered that tax 
bills be mailed out. Hoogaslan, however, 
is expected to appeal the case.

Special village 
census may boost 
tax revenues 


Buffalo Grove officials are considering 


a special census this fall that could re- 
sult in additional tax revenue for the vil- 
lage. 


If the census shows a population In- 


crease, tho village's share of the-motor 
fuel and state income taxes, which are 
allocated on a pcr-coplta basis will go 
up. Village Mgr. Daniel Larson estimates 
the village population Is now about 
19,100, up about 3,500 from the last spe- 
cial census In 1972. 


Although the village population has 


grown In tho last two years, Its allocation 
of tax revenue will not Increase until the 
figures are confirmed by an official cen- 
sus. 


LAST YEAR Buffalo Grove received 


about $173,000 in motor fuel tax funds 
and about $135,000 In state Income tax 
revenue. If a census is held and It con- 
firms Larson's estimates, ho said, the 
village would get about $35,000 additional 
in motor fuel taxes and about $28,000 
more in state income tax. 


Tho additional revenue would more 


than offset the expense of the special 
census, which village officials estimate 
will be $7,000 to $8,000. 


Larson said Monday he will decide in 


two to three weeks whether to recom- 
mend the special census to tho village 
board. "It's just good government to look 
Into ways of bringing additional revenue 
to the village," 4io said. "I want to ex- 
plore the possibility of « special census 
to sco If now Is tho lime or if we should 
wait a year." 


LARSON SAID If population projec- 


tions show tho village will grow substan- 
tially in the next year it might be better 
to wait until then to hold a special cen- 
sus. 


The village staff, he said, is checking 


to find out how many times a municipal- 
ity can hold a special census In a 10-year 
period. Larson sold tho village would like 
to reserve tho right to hold a special cen- 
sus when It roaches a population of 25,000 
and has tho opportunity to become a 
homo rule community. 


If village officials decide in favor of a 


special census, Larson said It probably 
will take place in September or October 
and will take a week to 10 days to com- 
plete. 


According to Larson, village growth in 


tho last two years resulted because of tho 
completion of several housing devcl- 
oaments In the village. 


If the village conducts a special census 


this fall, Larson sold tho village would 
begin receiving additional revenue by 
December. The village currently Is short 
of cosh in Its general fund and the addi- 
tional stale Income lax would help cor- 
rect this problem, Larson said. 


Motor fuel tax funds only can be used 


for street-related projects and cannot" be 
transferred to other funds. Larson said, 
however, the village could use tho addi- 
tional funds for street repairs. 


most affected by the change in assess- 
ments because they get the largest share 
of local tax revenue. 


Dlst. 96 Supt. William Hltzcman said It 


will be impossible to predict next year's 
rcvcnre until the assessed valuation is 
determined in about two weeks but ho 
expects the district to maintain about Its 
current level of Income for the 1974-75 
school year. 


Under the former assessment proce- 


dure without the multiplier, Dist. 96 
stood to lose between $90,000 and 
$100,000. Preparing for (he financial 
squeeze, tho school board voted to freeze 
teacher salaries until the assessment 
question was settled. 


IIITZEMAN SAID IT appears that the 


board may Increase teacher salaries and 
vote about an 11 per cent Increase across 
tho board. 


The financial picture of Dist. 96 still 


will not be as good as school officials had 
hoped before the assessment rollback, 
the superintendent commented, but it is 
"much better than it looked two months 
ago." 


Dlst. 125 Assistant Supt. Edwin Ellis 


also speculated that revenue to the 
Prairie View high school district will 
stay about the same next year. The dis- 
trict had been faced with a loss of be- 
twecn $100,000 and $200,000. 


Buffalo Grove officials arc concerned 


because the village's share of property 
taxes has been delayed by the dispute in 
Lake County. Several weeks ago, offi- 
cials said money In the general fund was 
low as a result of the delay and the vil- 
lage might have to sell tax anticipation 
warrants to pay its bills. 


VILLAGE MGR. Daniel Larson said 


the village has not yet received Lake 
County tax money that was due in May. 
Eugene Bzdowako, deputy Lake County 
cleric, said Monday tax bills could not be 
processed until a multiplier was deter- 
mined. 


He said hie office is preparing tax bills

Library district 
seeks funding 
for expansion 


With an optimistic cyo on a successful 


fall referendum, tho Wheeling Public Li- 
brary District is applying for state funds 
to provide library service to Lake County 
Buffalo Grove. 


The library district, which presently 


serves Wheeling and Cook County Buf- 
falo Grove, Is In the process of changing 
its name to Indian Trails Public Library 
District. 


An annexation referendum to bring the 


northern section of Buffalo Grove into 
tho Wheeling library district is scheduled 
for Saturday, Oct. 19. 


Planning ahead for passage of the ref- 


erendum, library officials are seeking 
$19,505 In state monies to provide library 
service to Lako County Buffalo Grove 
residents Immediately. If the referendum 
is approved, residents will not begin pay- 
ing the library taxes until 1976. 


KENNETH SWANSON, Wheeling head 


librarian, said the state funds would be 
used to operate a small van as a trav- 
eling library that would make frequent 
stops in the area. A van already has 
been loaned to tho Wheeling district by 
the North Suburban Library System. 


Swanson said two librarians would be 


hired to staff the van and provide ser- 
vices including book requests, informa- 
tion on library activities and possibly 
story hours for children. 


Library officials also would like to set 


up an extension library in Lake County 
Buffalo Grove, Swanson said, but have 
no definite plans or a site In mind. 


The Wheeling library district has been 


interested in annexing Lake County Buf- 
falo Grove for several years. An annexa- 
tion referendum conducted three years 
ago was unsuccessful. 


The decision to attempt another refer- 


endum next fall Is based on the results of 
a straw poll taken earlier this year In 
which a majority of residents of the area 
indicated they would like to become part 
of the district.

Prospects for completing additions to 


Holmes and Cooper junior high schools in 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 by fall 
are dimming, with strikes and material 
shortages hampering construction prog- 
ress 


New wings are being added to Holmes, 


Cooper and London junior high schools to 
accommodate a vocational arts program 
scheduled to begin in September. 


Associate Supt. John Barger said the 


London addition should be ready on time, 
but the other two buildings may not be 
finished. 


The cement truckdrivers' strike and 


problems in obtaining roofing insulation 
have prevented workers from completing 
the cement floors and the roofs at 
Holmes and Cooper. Both already have 
been installed at London. 


Barger said Tuesday if the delays con- 


tinue much longer, it is unlikely that the 
Holmes and Cooper additions Hill be 
ready by the time school opens next fall. 


WITHOUT THE NEW wing, class- 


rooms at Cooper will be overcrowded. 
Barger has estimated that the school will 
have more than a capacity enrollment 
next year. 


The associate superintendent said 


teachers will just have to cope with the 
expected oversized classes until the 
building can be completed. 


The vocational arts program will go 


ahead as scheduled, Barger said, with 
classes meeting wherever possible until 
the new facilities are ready. 


The vocational arts program will In- 


clude industrial arts and home econom- 
ics classes, offered for the first time In 
Dist. 21, which serves Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove and portions of Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect. 


Aside from vocational arts provisions 


and extra classrooms, a lunchroom is 
also being added at Holmes and a li- 
brary-learning center is included in the 
construction at London. 


The $18 million In additions is being 


financed by funds remaining from the 
1970 school referendum and money from 
the special education levy.

Former Wheeling trustee gets year's probation 
Hart pleads guilty to conspiracy

Former Wheeling trustee William Hart 


pleaded guilty Monday in mid-trial to 
conspiracy to commit extortion and was 
sentenced to one year's probation by U.S. 
District Court Judge Abraham Lincoln 
Marovltz. 


In changing his plea, Hart admitted to 


conspiring with James Stavros, former 
Wheeling Township Democratic com- 
mittecman, and William Bleber, former 
Wheeling building director, to commit 
extortion against Bernard Wasmer, own- 
er of the Duo Sign Co. 


The conspiracy was aimed at nullifying 


an agreement signed in September, 1970, 
when Hart sold Duo to Wasmer. At that 
time, Wasmer paid $5,000 for Hart's 
agreement not to operate a sign business 
within 75 miles of Wheeling. Hart later 
opened the Night and Day Electric Sign 
Co. in Wheeling with then-trustee Mi- 
chael Valenza. 


Hart contradicted his earlier testimony 


when he told Marovitz, "I believe there 
was a conspiracy. Mr. Stavros did 
muscle Bernie Wasmer. I knew about it, 
but I had nothing to do with it." 


UNDER QUESTIONING from Marov- 


itz, Hart also admitted, that he had 
knowledge of the conspiracy and benefit- 
ed from the actions taken by Stavros and 
Bleber. 


On Friday, Hart testified that he never 


know about the conspiracy and did not 
ask Stavros for help in canceling the 
agreement with Wasmer. 


Hart's decision to plead guilty to the 


charge came after a Friday afternbon 
conference in Marovitz' chambers at- 
tended by Hart's attorney, John Cough- 
lin. 


Hart declined to comment on why he 


changed his plea after flve days of testi- 
mony in the case. "I'm glad it is over 
with and let's let it lie like that," he said. 


IN SENTENCING Hart, Marovitz said 


that the case was not "the usual run of 
shakedown and bribery cases that you 
get." He said he had serious doubts 
about whether the agreement between 
Hart and Wasmer was legally enfor- 
ceable, and said he also questioned 
whether Hart's opening of the Night and 
Day Electric Sign Co. violated that 
agreement. 


"What you did in my judgment was 


just bad judgment," Marovitz said. "It is 
the kind of bad'judgment that I don't 
think you deserve to get a prison sen- 
tence, and I'm not going to sentence you 
to prison." 


The judge said that Hart should have 


filed a lawsuit to cancel the agreement 
rather than using his friendship with 
Stavros to force that cancellation. 


Hart faced a maximum sentence of 20 


years' Imprisonment and a $10,000 fine. 


ASSISTANT U. S. Atty. Steven Kadison 


said Hart changed his plea because of 
the evidence presented in the case. "He 
denied that he talked to Stavros, but 
there was no other conclusion that could 
have been drawn," he said. 


Hart is the fourth person to plead guil- 


ty in coses resulting from the indictment 
of six former and present Wheeling and 
Cook County officials Jan. 31. The in- 
dictments followed a year-long probe into 
shakedowns of Wheeling developers. 


Of those who have pleaded guilty, 


Stavros has been sentenced to four years 
in prison and fined $25,000, and Valenza 
has been sentenced to a nine-month pris- 
on term. Bieber is scheduled to be sen- 
tenced Thursday. 


The remaining two defendants, Ira Col- 


Itz, former member of the Cook County 
Zoning Board of Appeals, and Nicholas 
Phillips, Stavros' cousin and a planner 
for the county zoning board, are sched- 
uled to begin trial Sept. 23.. 


Both Judge Marovitz and the two gov- 


ernment prosecutors praised Wasmer for 
his role in the case. The judge said he 
had great respect for Wasmer because 
he did not "take the kind of treatment he 
took lying down. We need more people 
like him in the community."

KADISON said that without Wasmer's 


cooperation the case against Hart never 
would have been developed. "Perhaps if 
more people in the Wheeling area had 
come forward we would have been able 
to clean this up sooner," he said. 


Wasmer said he was satisfied with the 


outcome of the case. "Guilty is what I 
was looking for," he said. 


Hart told Marovitz he plans to sell his 


sign company and move out of the 
Wheeling area. He said he intends to 
open a sign business after he relocates in 
southern Illinois, northern Kentucky, 
Texas or northern Missouri. 


Marovitz granted Hart the right to 


travel in these areas to explore business 
possibilities.

390 enroll 
in summer 
school here 


More than 390 students have enrolled 


in tho Des Plaines Dlst. 62 summer 
school program, according to Richard 
Ruffolo, director of instructional re- 
sources.

and will continue through July 28. The 
academic programs drew the largest en- 
rollment, Ruffolo sold.

richment rather than remedial help.

"It's not nonexistent but we nowadays

Is a coalition of 12 home- 
owner groups in unincorporated Maine 
Township. 


OAKTON IS negotiating with the Chi- 


cago Catholic Archdiocese for purchase 
of tho 170-acre campus. The state has 
given tho college permission to purchase 
the land and college architects are pre- 
paring plans for development of the 
campus. 


"Proper in-depth studies" are needed

Manufacturers swamped by backlogs 
Equipment lack delays paramedics

The Des Plaines Fire Dept. paramedic 


program has hit a temporary snag being 
experienced by other area fire depart- 
ments. 


The problem Involves order backlogs 


for lifesaving devices used by the para- 
medics and in hospitals. The backlog was 
caused by the growing number of fire 
departments nationwide that are starting 
such programs. 


Paramedics also make use of the life- 


saving devices and maintain constant 
touch with doctors in emergency rooms 
of area hospitals who relay instructions 
on what treatment should be given the 
victim. 


"This type of service has been spring- 


ing up in fire departments like hot- 
cakes," according to Deborah Buckley, 
emergency medical systems coordinator 
at Lutheran General Hospital. "The sup- 
ply of equipment has become consid- 
erably smaller than the demand." 


SHE SAID ONLY about three or four 


companies in the U.S. manufacture the 
sophisticated equipment and are having 
to fill orders from fire departments all 
over the country. 


George Miller, head of {he Womedical 


engineering department at St. Francis 


Hospital In Evanston, said the program 
also Involves a shortage of certain elec- 
trical components, necessary in manufac- 
turing the equipment. 


In addition to Des Plaines, fire depart- 


ments in Park Ridge, Niles, Skokie, Mor- 
ton Grove, Glenvlew and the Glenvlew 
Mitral Fire Protection District hav 
paramedics but are still waiting for the 
equipment. 


Miss Buckley said Lutheran General 


has budgeted $17,000 for communications 


devices used in the program but that fig- 
ure includes purchases of educational 
materials.

T1IE SCHOOL BOARD recently de-

The Elk Grove Village Board will de-

tition to change the zoning on land at 
Arlington Heights Road and Clearmont 
Drive from residential to office and tran- 
sitional use already has been denied by 
tho village plan commission.

meeting, but delayed voting on the issue 
until today's 8 p.m. meeting. 


Objections to the petition centered on 


tho point that a funeral home would 
create traffic problems and 'that land- 
scaping and development would spoil the 
open view. The plan commission denied 
the petition with a 6-to-2 vote, based on 
tho Issue of spot zoning. Commissioners 
stated that granting the variation could 
set a precedent for other businesses 
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seeking to locate In residential areas.

tial area. 
Maioriello's attorney, Joseph Moschettl, 
contends that Arlington Heights Road by 
its character and size lends Itself to de- 
velopment of the site as a funeral home. 
"Traffic would enter and exit on Arling- 
ton Heights Road or Clearmont Drive not 
crossing any residential driveways on 
Clearmont," the attorney said. 


Mrs. Maiorlello said several commis- 


sion members who voted against the 
request said they would jecommend ap- 
proval of a'request for a~spedal-use per- 
mit for the residential area. 


"We thought that's what we were ask- 


ing the plan commission for In the first 
place; right now until the village trustees 
decide what to do wo will just sit back 
and hope for the best," she said. 


"When we first bought the old property 


with the old house and sheds on it and 
asked for the zoning variance we thought 
the land was zoned R-l which is single- 
family. 


"THEN WE FOUND out from the plan 


commission chairman that the land is 
zoned R-3 which is residential but allows 
special uses like churches, non-profit 
groups and other uses like that," Mrs.

Higgins Creek dredging work 
eases flooding after rains 


The newly cleaned and dredged section 


of Higgins Creek, which had been caus- 
ing flooding problems In the Ropollo sub- 
division area of Elk Grove Township 
apparently withstood its first test of 
heavy rains last week. 


The creek recently was cleaned and 


dredged, using $4,500 in Elk Grove Town- 
ship federal revenue-sharing funds to fi- 
nance the project. The subdivision is lo- 
cated north of Landmeler Road between 
Busse and Higgins roads. 


"The water runs real well through that 


section of the creek now," said Alfred 
Stell, highway commissioner for the 
township, who added that water stayed 
within the level of the creek despite 
heavy rains. 


"I hope we've solved the flooding prob- 


lems for the people in that area," said 
Stell. Stell said he wasn't sure if the 
dredging would alleviate flooding In hea- 
vy rains of three or 4 inches, but that it 
should take care of flooding that had 
been occurring following one-Inch rains. 


STEIL SAID WORK on the problem sec- 


tion of the creek in Elk Grove Township 
took about six days. Work centered 
around a ditch adjoining the creek which 
filled up when the creek overflowed, 
causing water to enter the nearby subdi- 
vision. 


Stell said the ditch was converted so 


that it channeled water into the creek 
only. The rest of the creek was cleaned up 
and dredged also. The creek had become 


so glutted with debris that water had 
been backing up Into the ditch and in 
turn into the subdivision during virtually 
any heavy rainfall. 


Milburn Brothers Inc. of Mount Pros- 


pect was the low bidder for the creek 
cleanup project, which ran from Higgins 
Road to the western edge of the Ropollo 
subdivision in the township. 


Residents of Ropollo are suing devel- 


opers near the subdivision for altering 
stormwater flow and sought help from the 
township as a temporary solution to their 
flooding problem. The township agreed 
to use part of its revenue sharing funds 
to help that area.

Christopher Bye saunters up to the mi- 


crophone, strums a few chords on the 
guitar and starts into a medley of tele- 
vision commercials ho put to music him- 
self by ear. 


Lots of youngsters learn the guitar and 


find pleasure entertaining their family 
and friends. But few learn under the spe- 
cial conditions students like Chris must 
contend with. 


Chris has special learning difficulties 


and needs extra attention for his dally 
school studies. Because of his difficulties, 


he also is excluded from the normal ac- 
tivities of boys his age — the park dis- 
trict baseball, football, swimming. 


Chris found a friend 2<A years ago In 


the Rev. James Brendt, his guitar teach- 
er. Brcndt took Chris on as his first stu- 
dent with learning disabilities. Since then 
Brcndt has added another student with 
learning problems, Mike Stallcy, and has 
found that both students excel on the gui- 
tar. 


"WHAT'S AMAZED me the most Is 


they have learned better and more quick- 
ly than most of my regular students," 


said Brendt. Mike has picked up the 
technique of playing melody on the gui- 
tar and Chris can grasp any melody, put 
it with chords and sing the song accom- 
panied by the guitar, he said. 


Chris has perfect pitch which helps 


him with the string instrument. His fine 
voice and pitch prompted his school 
teacher to contact Brcndt about Chris 
taking guitar. At the time Brendt was 
hesitant since no had never taught stu- 
dents with special problems. But the suc- 
cess he has experienced with Chris and 
Mike has encouraged him to look for 


blind students next fall. 


"Music Is especially good for Chris," 


said Mrs. William Manning who has 
cared for Chris since he was \Vi years 
old. "In Hoffman Estates there is noth- 
ing for him, no activities. Music is the 
only thing he hat." 


Mrs. Stalley observed that Mike has 


gained self-confidence through learning 
the guitar. "He feels it puts him pretty 
much in step with everyone else,'! she 
said. 


THE 18-YEAR-OLD youth currently is 


In the high school section at Samuel Kirk 
Developmental Training Center In Pala- 
tine. 


Chris, 13, is a student in the diagnostic 


classes at Addams Junior High school, 
Schaumburg. 


Brendt said teaching these students is a

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Village weighs 
commuter lot, 
underpass plan

Construction of a commuter parking 


lot and underpass at the Chicago and 
North Western Ry. tracks between Maple 
and Cedar streets is being considered by 
the Palatine Village Board.

STERN SAID the parking lot and un- 


derpass would solve several village prob- 
lem*. The village would acquire much 
needed parking space, traffic flow would 
be improved and the village could Im- 
prove drainage In the area. 


Developments to the west of the pre- 


sent village limits, including the West- 
bury development in Hoffman Estates 
and the proposed 365-acre Plum Grove 
Hills development near Harper College 
are expected to add several hundred 
commuter cars to the village. 


The one-acre parcel is adjacent on the 


east to an existing village commuter 
parking lot. Stern said construction of 
the parking lot and underpass is several 
years away. Ho added some motor fuel 
tax funds might be available for the proj- 
ect but a referendum would probably be 
necessary for the purchase and devel- 
opment. 


The property Is owned by Gerald W. 


Berkway,- Erik L Christensen and Jack 
Christensen. Plans for the construction 
of a 32-unlt apartment building and de- 
tention basin on the property were ap- 
proved by the village In 1973. The dead- 
line for construction of the detention ba- 
sin expired in April voiding the approval, 
according to village officials. 


The owners have petitioned the village 


for an extension of the approved plans 
but no action has been taken yet. Their 
request Is currently pending before the 
board's streets and traffic committee.

been nico and that "kids will be kids." 


Sgt. Ralph Wlnklehakc, Palatine police 


youth officer, believes that there is no 
real way'to prevent the rash of juvenile 
vandalism that takes place each sum- 
mer, but that if more parents "talked to 
their kids, about respecting the property 
of others, there'd definitely be less of it." 


Compared to 1973's total juvenile viola- 


tion charges of 514, there have been 369 
juvenile charges in the first six months 
of 1S74, 42 charges of which have con- 
cerned juvenile vandalism or criminal 
damage -to property. The six-month total 
also includes 103 thefts, 36 drug related 
charges, seven burglaries, and 26 dis- 
orderly conduct charges. 


"The kids, who are 17 or younger, are 


responsible'for much of the vandalism 
and property damage done In the village 
throughout the year, and more so during 
the summer months," he said. 


WINKELHAKE said that since the be- 


ginning of spring, many youngsters have 
been lighting fires in garbage cans behind 
shopping centers In Palatine. Three juve- 
niles have been apprehended by police 
for lighting such fires and released to the 
custody of their parents. 


The police recently have been able to 


"pretty much stop" recurring Instances 
of juveniles and adolescents driving over 
private lawns with cars by saturating 
troubled areas with extra patrol cars and 
undercover officers. 


Deputy Chief Frank Ortiz explained 


that In most of these coses, the juvenile 
or adolescent Involved has been'released 
into the custody of their parents. The 


parents "usually land up paying for any 
damages that were done to avoid 
charges or lawsuits," he said. 


OTHER "STANDARD summer activi- 


ties for juveniles," Ortiz said, includes 
window breaking, egg throwing, damage 
to* parked automobiles, damage to yard 
decorations and private landscaping, and 
paint spraying cars. 


"We apprehend them as young as sev- 


en-years-old and up, and I can't under- 
stand what mokes them do the senseless 
things they do," Ortiz said. 


Most of the parents, Ortiz, says, ore 


"shocked when they find out from the 
police that their little Johnny has done 
something bad. They can't believe it." 


Ortiz believes that if more parents 


were more concerned than they are 
about their children's whereabouts and 
activities, there would be a control over 
juvenile violations that the "police can't 
possibly have; a control that starts in 
the homes," he said. 


WINKELHAKE said that 188 young- 


sters of the 369 charged with juvenile 
violations since January, .have been re- 
leased to the custody of their parents. 
Very few of these juveniles have been 
apprehended for a second violation. 


Twenty-one of the juveniles charged 


with violations have had to participate in 
a conference with parents and police offi- 
cers, 18 have been required to report in 


to police as to his activities each week, 26 
have received only written or verbal 
warnings, and 48 juveniles have been re- 
ferred to other area guidance or coun- 
seling agencies. 


On the basis of this year's juvenile in- 


cidents so far, Winkelhake says he ex- 
pects at least 500 more juvenile viola- 
tions this year. 


"When you think that 42 per cent of all 


the people arrested by Palatine police 
last year were juveniles, it makes you 
realize that juvenile violations, are defi- 
nitely a big problem," Winkelhake said. 
"And the problem is going to keep right 
on growing."

Edward Murnano, an aide to U.S. Rep. 


Philip M. Crane, R-12th, said the an- 
nouncement Irom Sec. of the Army How- 
ard Callaway came Monday afternoon in 
a hand-delivered letter. 


The letter said after a "screening and 


evaluation of all sites the Army has de- 


terminated that site C-80 (the Arlington 
Heights facility) must be retained to sup- 
port our Reserve forces..." 


Callaway's decision clears the way lot 


establishing a weekend training center 
for 1,000 Army Reservists. The park dis- 
trict had hoped to build a $1 million, 18- 
hole golf course on the base site. 


THE ANNOUNCEMENT came after a

"Wo are In tho black and there Is ev- 


ery reason to believe we can stay in the 
black." ho remarked. "But the legisla- 
ture can't pass all the programs, maybe 
even consider tax relief and also give 
you a balanced budget That can't be 
done." 


Dixon, treasurer of Illinois since 1S70, 


made his comments at a meeting of the 
Mount Prospect Rotary Club at the 
Scanda House In Mount Prospect. 


Ho drew chuckles In relating an 1827 


New York court statement that "No. 
man's life, liberty or property is safe 
while tho legislature Is in session," and 
mode reference to several pending bills 
that pose a threat to the state's fiscal 
well-being. Among thorn: 


• Full funding of public elementary 


schools. 


• Greater funding of the teachers' re- 


tirement system. 


• Continued one-twelfth rebate to mu- 


nicipalities from the state income tax 
collection. 


• An Increase In salaries of legisla- 


tors, Judges and appointed state officers. 


The state "can live on" Gov. Daniel 


Walker's recommended budget of $7.88 
billion for fiscal 1075, Dixon said, "and 
probably enjoy a surplus of a couple hun- 
dred million dollars." Bills being consid- 
ered by the General Assembly, however, 
"are swiftly approaching $200 million 
over and above the budget. We are in a 
precarious position as far as our ability 
to balance the budget." 


If the legislature is "excessive" in

"The Army 
still has a battle ahead of it," she said. 


"The Army is asking for almost $2.5 


million for a new facility when other ones 
exist," she said indicating the Reserv- 
ists' possible relocation to Fort Sheridan. • 


Mrs. Muller also held out the'possi- 


bility of renewed picketing at the base. 


"If there is more picketing, the .Army 


has brought it on themselves. The people 
would be justified," she said. 


The Citizens Committee for Utilization

TOM McDONNELL, of that committee,

McDonnell said if the Army backs

"I have spent almost 25 years in read-

Park lot for C&NW underpass weighed

Construction of a commuter parking 


lot and underpass at the Chicago and 
North Western Ry. tracks between Maple 
and Cedar streets is being considered by 
the Palatine Village Board. 


The preliminary plans call for locating 


the commuter parking lot on a nearly 
one-acre parcel south of the Chicago and 
North Western Ry. tracks between Maple 
and Cedar streets and constructing an un 
derpass of the railroad tracks at Cedar 
Street.' 


Trustee James Shaw said the village 


board has authorized Village Mgr. Anton 
H. Harwig to investigate the cost of the 
property in question and begin, negotia- 
tions for its purchase. The village has 
already received on appraisal of the 


land, according to Trustee Philip E. 
Stern. 


STERN SAID the parking lot and un- 


derpass would solve several village prob- 
lems. The village would acquire much 
needed parking space, traffic flow would 
be improved and the village could Im- 
prove drainage in the area. 


Developments to the west of the pre- 


sent village limits, including the West- 
bury development In Hoffman Estates 
and the proposed 355-acre Plum Grove 
Hills development near Harper College 
are expected to add several hundred 
commuter cars to the village. 


The one-acre parcel is adjacent on the 


east to an existing village commuter 
parking lot. Stern said construction of 
the parking lot and underpass Is several 


years away. He added some motor fuel 
tax funds might be available for the proj- 
ect but a referendum would probably be 
necessary for the purchase and devel- 
opment 


The property Is owned by Gerald W. 


Berkway, Erik I. Christensen and Jack 
Christensen. Plans for the construction 
of a 32-unit apartment building and de- 
tention basin on the property were ap- 
proved by the village in 1973. The dead- 
line for construction of the detention ba- 
sin expired in April voiding the approval, 
according to village officials. 


The owners have petitioned the village 


for an extension of .the approved plans 
but no action has been taken yet Their 
request is currently pending before the 
board's streets and traffic committee. 


Army decides Arlington parks can 
9t have Nike land

The Arlington Heights Park District 


has lost Its bid to acquire the remaining 
73 acres of the Arlington Heights Nike 
BAMS Wilko and Central roads. 


Edward Murnane, an aide to U.S. Rep. 


Philip M. Crone, R-12th, said the an- 
nouncoment from Sec. of the Army How- 
ard Callaway came Monday afternoon In 
a hand-delivered letter. 


The letter said after • "screening and 


evaluation of all sited the Army has de- 
terminated that site C-80 (the Arlington 
Heights facility) must be retained to sup- 
port our Reserve forces..." 


Galloway's decision clears the way for 


establishing a weekend training center 
for 1,000 Army Reservists. The park dis- 
trict hod hoped to build a $1 million, IB- 
hole golf course on the base site. 


THE ANNOUNCEMENT came after a 


series of last minute meetings, telephone 
calls and letter* between Callaway and 


Crone and U.S. Senators Charles Percy 
and Adlai Stevenson. The legislators had 
called upon the Army to delay any deci- 
sion until it had examined further the 
possibility of placing the Reserves at Ft. 
Sheridan. 


Callaway sold the transfer of the Re- 


serves to Arlington Heights was "sound 
economics" in light of the leck.of avail- 
able real estate in the suburbs and cen- 
tral city.. 


The units that will be transferred will 


be coming from old 5th Army headquar- 
ters on Penning Road/in Chicago. The 
headquarters buildings were recently 
transferred to the General Service Ad- • 
ministration (GSA). 


Since the transfer, the Army has been 


paying rent to the GSA. An Army spokes- 
man said the move to the suburbs would 
be an economy measure by eliminating 
the rental feet.

KAY MULLER, park district vice 


president, echoed Cream's forecast about 
the appropriation struggle: "The Army 
still has a battle ahead ot it," ahe said.

million for a new facility when other ones 
exist," she said indicating the Reserv- 
ists' possible relocation to Fort Sheridan. 


Mrs. Muller also held out the possi-

dians are facing and is considering ask- 
ing the youngsters she lectures for a 5- 
or 10-ccnt donation for an Indian fund. 
"It's not a whole lot," she said, but it 
could help. 


"PEOPLE CANNOT realize that many 


people die ... of starvation and cold (on 
the reservations)," she said. "Something 
has to be done to obtain medical aid." 


"Very few (Indians) have any money 


at all," she added. Many of them live in 
a "no-man's land," she said, adding that 
they are unable to become part of the 
white man's civilization and unable to re- 
turn to the traditional Indian way of life. 


Her lectures dont concentrate on the 


plight of the Indian. "I'm not trying to be 
a protest personality," she said. But 
Mrs. Brightwell does protest about the 
lack of books on Indians available to 
children. 


"I want to put a book out on the Amer- 


ican Indians over the years," she said. 
She and her husband, who is part Creek 
Indian, plan to retire to the Southwest in 
about two years, where Mrs. Brigntwell 
said she hopes to continue her work with 
the Indians and start writing.

Hoffman Estates OKs 
transit study donation 


The Hoffman Estates Village Board 


approved a $2,000 contribution Monday 
night to help finance the Schaumburg vil- 
lage mass transit study. 


Only one trustee,. Edward Hennessy, 


strenuously objected to the expenditure, 
but he finally voted in favor of the dona- 
tion. Hennessy noted a past history of 
poor cooperation between the two neigh- 
boring villages and suggested Hoffman 
Estates limit its financial support to 
$1.50. 


"After the volume of work tells us how 


grand and glorious Schaumburg is, what' 
do we get for our two grand?" asked 
Hennessy. 


He added, "Anything they suggest, 


they suggest because It benefits Schaum- 
burg and nothing else." 


Hennessy evoked sharp replies from 


Trustee William Cowin who said he "had 
hoped we'd all .outgrown our head-ln-tbe- 
eand attitude." Cowin said he had per- 
sonally met as much frustration in work- 
ing with Schaumburg as any Hoffman 
Estates board member, but called him- 
self a "cock-eyed optimist." " , 


He said the study, aimed at proposing 


publicly-supported transportation within 
Schaumburg Township, would benefit 
Hoffman Estates residents and said the 
board could not Ignore that fact.

MAYOR VIRGINIA M. Hayter also 


supported Hoffman Estates financing the 
study, even though she' said "the first 
time I met the mayor of Schaumburg he 
made me cry."

in May and Schaumburg officials have 
said they desire input from Hoffman Es- 
tates with or without a financial contri- 
bution. 


The Schaumburg Mass Transportation 


committee is about to recommend a con- 
tract with one of three firms which has 
submitted bids for the study contract. 


The bids range in cost from $14,800 to 


$28,000 for studies of both villages.

family room with his two sons. He ad- 
mits he never took an active interest in 
carpenter tools, but'with the help of his 
sons, the paneling, bar and work area 
were finished in a few months. 


His current ambition is to teach stu- 


dents painting. A life member.of the Des 
Raines Art Guild that started in the liv- 
ing room of his home hi 1952, Lanckhoff 


said he has observed many people with a 
little bit of talent that are afraid to 
branch out and try something new. He 
wants to teach art to let others know the 
satisfaction it has given him over the 
years, he said. 


He also enjoys writing poetry, and 


reading. Lanckhoff has started two nov- 
els he hopes to complete.

He notes he never went through ;a. re- 


tirement "slump." He attributes "this to 
his list of• activities and his feeMng no 
different now than when he was 35, ex- 
cept now he has the time to do what he 
wants, when he wants, he said.

Mount Prospect Park District commis- 


sioners last night agreed to reconsider 
their controversial decision to install a 
chain-link fence along the cast side of the 
Mount Prospect Country Club after re- 
ceiving petitions signed by 700 residents 
opposing the fence. 


The commissioners, sitting as the park 


board1* building and grounds committee, 
decided to review the decision following 
a somewhat conciliatory, somewhat stor- 
my meeting with 16 residents of the 
neighborhood. 


The residents came equipped with a 


wotercolor painting of the golf course as 
It currently Is, and how it would took 
with a redwood fence, which they favor 
over the park board's proposed chain- 
link fence. They also showed eight photo- 
graphs of another side of the golf course 
that has chain-link fences as evidence of 
"unslghtllncM." 


PARK BOARD PRES. Robert T. Jack-

However, they listed several reasons 


for opposing the four-foot green vinyl 
fence proposed by the park district. 
Prime among the reasons arc blocking 
the unobstructed view of the course, fear 
that the fence would not be properly 
maintained and a drop In property val- 
ues. 


The alternate two-rail redwood fence, 


the residents maintained, would be more 
attractive, easy to maintain and repair 
and would cost about the same as the 
chain-link. However, park board mem- 
bers noted that a two-rail fence would 
stand about 32 Inches high, which they 
said would encourage youngsters to sit 
on It, breaking the rails. They suggested 
as possible alternatives a three-rail fence 
or a hedge. 


JACKSON TOLD the assembled resi- 


dents "you've got a point on the fence, 
and we should listen," but lambasted 
them for "disgraceful" tactics which he 
said misled many of the signers of the 
petitions. He characterized as "off-base" 
a flyer circulated by objectors to the 
fence describing it as a "nonsense 
fence." "Forgive me, you make me so 
damn mad, I could spit," he fumed. 


Commissioner William 'Selep, chair- 


man of the building and grounds com- 
mittee, also questioned the residents' 
preparing pictures, circulating petitions 
and sending letters to The Chicago Trib- 
une's "Action Express" before approach- 
ing the park board.

The Arlington Heights Park District 


has lost Its bid to acquire the remaining' 
75 acres of the Arlington Heights Nike 
Base, Wllko and Central roads. 


Edward Murnane, an aide to U.S. Rep. 


Philip M. Crane, R-12th, said the an- 
nouncement from Sec. of the Army How- 
ard Callaway came Monday afternoon In 
a hand-delivered letter. 


The letter said after a "screening and 


evaluation of all sites the Army has de- 
terminated that site C-80 (the Arlington 
Heights facility) must be retained to sup- 
port our Reserve forces..." 


Callaway's decision clears the way for 


establishing a weekend training center 
for 1,000 Army Reservists. The park dis- 
trict had hoped to build a $1 million, IB- 
hole golf course on the base site. 


THE ANNOUNCEMENT came after a 


series of last minute meetings, telephone 
calls and letters between Callaway and 
Crano and U.S. Senators Charles Percy 
and Adlal Stevenson. The legislators had 
called upon the Army to delay any deci- 
sion until It had examined further the 
possibility of placing the Reserves at Ft. 
Sheridan. 


Catlaway said the transfer of the Re- 


serves to Arlington Heights was "sound 
economics" In light of the lack of avail- 
able real estate In the suburbs and cen- 
tral city. 


The units that will be transferred will 


be coming from old 5th Army headquar- 
ters on Penning Road in Chicago. The 
headquarters buildings were recently 
transferred to the General Service Ad- 
ministration (GSA). 


Since the transfer, the Army has been 


paying rent to the GSA. An Army spokes- 
man said the move to the suburbs would 
be an economy measure by eliminating 
the rental fees. 


CALLAWAY SAID ho realized his an- 


nouncement would cause ". . . possible 
disappointment to local Interests."

They enrolled in math, 
language arts and science classes, but 
the more popular ones seem to be indus- 
trial arts, arts and crafts, gym, typing 
and other nonacademlc classes. 


"P.E. is popular and has larger attend- 


ance," said Edwin T. Hendricks, sum- 
mer school principal at Thomas Junior 
High School. "Here's a creative dance 
class that's combined with P.E.," he 
said. "There are 12 girls and one boy. 
It'll be interesting to see how that turns 
out." 


The boys' are the minority in Mrs. 


DeEtte Hayenga's third period crafts 


class. Lee Schwartz, an eighth grader 
with a baseball cap backwards on his 
head, sighs as he starts another crafts 
project. 


"THE PROBLEM." he said, "is that 


there arc only three boys in the class'and 
most of these are girls' projects," 
' The crafts curriculum calls for making 
papier mache animals, key chains, 
placques, decoupage and others. 


"Key chains are okay," Schwartz said. 


"But making flowers?" 


He also is taking television production 


and typing courses. "I know I'll need 
typing sometime in the future. TV is in- 
teresting. I just wanted to have fun this 
summer." 


Jill Rusten, another eighth grader In 


the class, thinks that summer school pro- 
vides her with "something to do." 


As one student put it, summer school is 


better than real school.

Biker crackdown 


More than 40 'flagrant offenders9 flagged down by police during summer program

The Arlington Heights Police Dept.'s 


program of ticketing "flagrant 
offen- 


ders" of bicycle safety has netted about 
40 riders this summer. 


Sgt. J. L. Plalsted of the traffic divi- 


sion said the department Is continuing 
the practice that was reinstated last 
summer. Riders who commit "flagrant 
violations" of traffic laws, such as run- 
ning stop signs or riding on the wrong 
side of the street, can be flagged -down 
and receive a citation written on the 
parking ticket form, Plalsted said. 


While most of the offenders have been' 


youths, Plalsted said a "good percentage 
of them have been adults." Most of the 
tickets were issued because the rider dis- 
played "a lack of •proper safety educa- 
tion on procedure," he said. 


Careless bike riders generally react 


with surprise when the police stop them, 
especially the older ones, according to 
Plaisted. 


"THE OFFICERS don't use the lights 


and sirens as they would for a motorist. 
They (the cyclists) wonder why the po- 
lice car doesn't pass them," Plalsted 
said.

The ticket usually carries about a $3 


penalty. Most violators choose to pay up 
before their assigned court date, the traf- 
fic sergeant said. ,. 


Judges often do not resort to the mone- 


tary penalty for the younger bikers, he 
said. 


"When the youthful offender goes be- 


fore the judge, he may feel other things 
may be more beneficial than the dollar 


fine. He may refer them to the juvenile 
bureau for a station adjustment with his 
parents," he said. 


The station • adjustment, an informal 


session with juvenile officers, parents 
and child, is more educational than tap- 
ping the child's allowance, Plalsted said. 


"We aren't trying to take little John- 


ny's money. We're trying to keep him 
from getting hurt in an accident," he 
said. "In a collision between a car and a 
bike, the car just has to come 'out 
ahead." 


WHILE YOUNGSTERS are responsible 


for their own actions, parents can be 
held responsible for some violations, ac- 
cording to the department guidelines. 
' 


Bicycles operated without-proper light- 


Ing systems or ridden after curfew could 


find the parents answering some ques- 
tions, according to the police. 


Police emphasized the tickets are writ- 


ten only for extreme violations that could 
result in, accidents. Other minor In- 
fractions can be dealt with through writ- 
ten or oral warnings. 


A similar attempt at enforcement 


through written tickets was tried and 
abandoned several years ago'by the po- 
lice department. It was the feeling at 
that time the bad public reaction gener- 
ated by the tickets outweighed the bene- 
fits. 


DURING THE FORMER enforcement 


program police were subjected to calls 
from irate parents demanding to know 
why. the officers were "picking on" their 
child instead of catching crooks. The 


ticketing last year prompted similar 
calls. 


However the police felt the calls were 


worth it in the face of mounting bicycle- 
related fatalities. At least two riders died 
last summer. 


Sgt. Plaisted said there has been very 


little negative public reaction so far this 
year. 


"I personally have gotten only, one tele- 


phone call. It was from a mother who 
wanted to know why we couldn't have 
given her son just a warning," he said. 


The police department 'records divi- 


sion, in a "very rough" estimate, said 
there are 10,000 bicycles registered with 
'the village. But Plaisted said there are 
thousands more unrecorded bicycles on 
the streets. 
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20-year plan to quadruple park land to be unveiled

A 20-year plan to nearly quadruple 


park land area In Arlington Heights will 
bo presented to the village master plan 
committee Thursday night 


Under the plan, combined park area 


would bo expanded from the existing 310 
acres, to 1,142 acres by 1995 In order to 
servo a projected Arlington Heights pop- 
ulation of 114,200 persons. 


Cost of the additional land Is estimated 


at $8 5 million to $17 million, based on 
current land values. 


Referendum bonds, federal open space 


grants and donations from property de- 
velopers are listed as sources of funds 
for the land aequlstlon. 


SEVERE PARK shortages exist at the 


•north end of the village, at the south- 
eastern village boundary, along Rand 
Road and along Euclid Avenue near the 
central village, the plan states. 


"It must bo stressed that park acquisi- 


tions should occur In areas under-served, 
or not served by our present system." 


By 1073, the plan recommends devel- 


opment of: 


• The existing Riley Park along the 


north branch of McDonald Creek Into a 
15-ocro neighborhood park. 


• A linear 4-acrc park at Arlington 


Heights and Palatine Roads. 


• A 10-acrc neighborhood park in the 


vicinity of Olive and Dale streets. 


• A. 5-acre park near the Lutheran 


Home and Service for tho Aged, 800 W. 
Oakton St. 


• Neighborhood parks and connector 


parkways totaling 32 acres along Buffalo 
Creek in a now unincorporated and un- 
developed area. 


Goals for 1980 Include development of a 


golf course and a 10-ncre neighborhood 
park on the 116-acro Nike Base; a 38- 
acre park at the village landfill site; a 
113-ncrc recreational and educational 
complex at the northwest corner of Pala- 
tine and Schoenbcck roads in cooperation 
with Harper College. 


ALSO PLANNED by 1980 are a 10-acre

State Treasurer Alan J. Dixon warned 


Monday that unless tho Illinois General 
Assembly exercises fiscal restraint dur- 
ing its final week of the legislative ses- 
sion, tho state's anticipated $200 million 
surplus will bo wiped out. 


"Wo ore in tho black and there Is ev- 


ery reason to believe we con stay in the 
black," he remarked. "But the legisla- 
ture can't pass all the programs, maybe 
even consider tax relief and also give 
you a balanced budget That can't be 
done." 


Dixon, treasurer of Illinois since 1970, 


made his comments at a meeting of the 
Mount Prospect Rotary Club at the 
Scanda House In Mount Prospect. 


Ho drew chuckles In relating an 1827 


New York court statement that "No 
man's life, liberty or property is safe 
while tho legislature is In session," and 
mode reference to several pending bills 
that pose a threat to the state's fiscal 
well-being. Among them: 


• Full funding of public elementary 


schools. 


• Greater funding of the teachers' re- 


tirement system. 


• Continued one-twelfth rebate to mu- 


nicipalities from the state income tax 
collection. 


• An Increase In salaries of legisla- 


tors, judges and appointed state officers. 


The state "can live on" Gov. Daniel 


Walker's recommended budget of $7.88 
billion for fiscal 1975, Dixon said, "and 
probably enjoy a surplus of a couple hun- 
dred million dollars." Bills being consid- 
ered by the General Assembly, however, 
"are swiftly approaching $200 million 
over and above the budget. We ore in a 
precarious position as far as our ability 
to balance the budget." 


It the legislature Is "excessive" in 


passing bills that would tilt the budget 
Into tho red, "It Is my responsibility and 
others' to urge the governor to use the 
veto pen." 


Dixon, a Democrat, sees a balanced 


budget as "the only thing that will stop 
the ongoing inflation that is eating us up 
... Unless wo balance the budget — live 
within our means — we arc going to con- 
tinue to have Inflation In the country. 


"Like medicine, we all have to hold 


our noses and swallow."

Other parks for 1985 are 10 acres near 


Arlington Heights Road at Hintz; the 118- 
acre Rolling Green Country Club; a 
5-acre Indoor Ice rink; 10 acres at the 
Lake-Cook county line; and two acres 
near the proposed Harper College second 
campus, Palatine at Schoenbeck. 


By 1990, the plan calls for adding IB 


acres to Patriot Park by consolidating 


schools at the site; a five-acre park near 
University Drive and Kennlcott; a 22- 
o'cre Rand Road parkway; adding two 
acres to Greens Park; a 2-acre play- 
ground at Belmont and Marion; and a 
5-acre addition to Prairie Park. 


IF MAJOR RESIDENTIAL devel- 


opment takes place at Arlington Park 
Race Track, a 25-acre park is recom- 
mended by 1990. Also .planned are 15 
acres of scattered playlets; and 25 acres 
of community pork additions. . 


The final phase of park development In 


1995 includes 20 acres of scattered play- 
lots; four 10-acre neighborhood parks; 
and 40 additional acres to existing com- 
munity parks. 


"Taking into account the financial lim- 


itations of the park district, it is realized 
that the feasibility of implementing the 
outlined program is questionable," the 
plan states. 


"However, the program is intended to 


serve as a guideline for future recrea- 
tional development indicating which 


areas should be given highest priority 
concerning park land acquisitions." 


The nationally-accepted standard for 
1 park land in an urban area is 10 acres 
per 1,000 population. However Arlington 
Heights now has only 4.37 acres per 1,000 
persons. 


"WHILE THE RESIDENTIAL and 


commercial facets of Arlington Heights' 
growth have intensified at a rapid-rate 
during the past decade, development of 
recreation facilities has not kept pace," 
the plan states. 


On May 6, the Arlington Heights Vil- 


lage Board agreed to designate 10 future 
park sites, totaling 311 acres, In the vil- 
lage master plan.

The site reservations give the park dis- 


trict one year to acquire the land from 
the time that a private building plan for 
the property is approved, according to 
state statute. 


"Site reservations should only be ap- 


proved for properties where the park'dls- 
trlct can demonstrate a reasonable abill-

capital budget indicating expenditures 
and probably revenues. 


• A special review committee of vil- 


lage board, park board and plan commis- 
sion members be created to review and 
update the plan. 


• The search for outside funds be en- 


couraged as the only viable method for 
implementing most of the recommenda- 
tions of the plan.

The Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 


sion has approved, with minor revisions, 
a master development plan for Arthur 
Avenue. 


The revised plan calls for the elimina- 


tion of retail sales outlets in connection 
with service and repair businesses and 
the limiting of new buildings to two-sto- 
ries with a height of 25 feet. The study 
was passed last week, on a vote of 7 to 1, 
with Comr. Lewis O'Donnell voting 
against it. 


O'Donnell said it was unrealistic to 


prohibit retail sales in connection with a 
repair shop. He said a repairman cannot 
make a financial'success of a business 
without sales. 


THE STUDY WAS prepared by Village 


Planner Joseph Kesler in November, 
1973, and concentrated on land parcels on 
Arthur Avenue and Davis Street and how 
they would be affected by the Arthur Av- 
enue grade crossing and Davis Street Im- 
provements. 


The plan calls for Industrial devel- 


opment and zoning on the east side of 
Arthur Avenue with service and industri- 
al commercial zoning on the west side of 
the street. The service zone would act as 
a buffer to multi-family housing. * 


The "buffer zone" theme is continued 


as the multi-family developments shield 
single-family homes on McKlnley from 
the commercial and Industrial areas to 
the east, according to Kesler's plan. 


KESLER SUGGESTED limiting the 


commercial zoning to service shops be- 
cause they tend to generate a lower vol- 
ume of traffic than retail outlets. 


Comr. William Hannum asked whether 


all the residential zoning on the west side 


of Arthur Avenue would be eliminated. 
He said there are "small pockets" of 
homes In the area. 


Kesler said the pockets should be re- 


zoned for multi-family, but the present 
owners could remain there as long as 
they wished. 


COMR. LEO MUELLER reinforced 


Kesler's thinking. He said the final draft 


ordinance would have a "grandfather 
clause" protecting existing homes in the 
study area. 


The clause permits existing single fam- 


ily homes to remain, even though the 
area is actually zoned for another use. 


The commission's action will be for- 


warded to the village board of trustees 
for final approval.

Prospects for completing additions to 


Holmes and Cooper junior high schools in 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist 21 by fall 
are dimming, with strikes and material 
shortages hampering construction prog- 
ress. 


New wings are being added to Holmes, 


Cooper and London junior high schools to 
accommodate a vocational arts program 
scheduled to begin in September. 


Associate Supt. John Barger said the 


London addition should be ready on time, 
but the other two buildings may not be 
finished. 


The cement truckdrivers' strike and 


problems in obtaining roofing insulation 
have prevented workers from completing 
the cement floors and the roofs at 
Holmes and Cooper. Both already have 
been installed at London. 


Barger said Tuesday if the delays con- 


tinue much longer, it Is unlikely that the 
Holmes and Cooper additions will be 
ready by the time school opens next fall. 


WITHOUT THE NEW wing, class- 


rooms at Cooper will be overcrowded. 
Barger has estimated that the school will 
have more than a capacity enrollment 
next year. 


The associate superintendent said 


teachers will just have to cope with the 
expected oversized classes until the 
building can be completed. 


The vocational arts program will go 


ahead as scheduled, Barger sold, with 
classes meeting wherever possible until 
the new facilities are ready. 


The vocational arts program will in- 


clude industrial arts and home econom- 
ics classes, offered for the first time in 
Dist. 21, which serves Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove and portions of Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect. 


Xside from vocational arts provisions 


and extra classrooms, a lunchroom is 
also being added at Holmes and a li- 
brary-learning center is included in the 
construction at London. 


The $1.8 million In additions is being 


financed by funds remaining from the 
1970 school referendum and money from 
the special education levy. 
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
